B ulletin. 
Executive M ansion, W ashi.sgton, Sep­ 
tember 2d—8:30 a M.—The President elept 
well during the night, and this morning his 
condition is in all respects as favorable as 
yesterday at the same hour. Pulse, 100; 
temperature 98 4. respiration 17. Signed by 
Bliss, Barnes, Woodward, Reybirn and 
Hamilton. 
Tlic Evening Report. 
E xecutive M ansion, September 2d—6:30 
p. M —The President has passed a comfort­ 
able day, aud this evening appears better 
than for some days past. He has taken a 
larger proportion of nutriment by the mouth, 
and manifested gteater relish for it. His 
pulse shows no improvement as regards fre­ 
quency and strength. The parotid abscess 
continues to improve. The wound shows as 
yet little change. This evening his pulse is 
104.1, temperature 99.2, respiration 18. 
Signed by Bliss, Barnes, Woodward, Rey- 
burn and HamiLton. 
The M tnution at M ldnlglil. 
Executive M ansion, September 2d—Mid­ 
night.—The President’s symptoms are still 
favorable, and he is now resting quietly. 
All Quiet at the W hite llonse. 
W ashington, September 3d—1:45 a. m.— 
Everything is quiet at the Executive Man­ 
sion, with nothing to indicate any change in 
the favorable symptoms which prevailed at 
midnight. The physicians are dozing, and 
the members of the President’s family have 
retired for the night. 
Klalne lo Lowell. 
W ashington, September 2d.—The follow­ 
ing was Bent by Pdaine to Lowell to-night: 
“ The President had a very satisfactory day, 
and in the judgment of the surgeons all the 
symptoms are favorable to-Dight. Taking 
the twenty-four hours through, he has had 
less fever and a better appetite than for 
many days past.” 
The President’s W ound—A Thnnder- 
iSlorm Desirable. 
W ashington, September 2d.—The follow­ 
ing is furnished by one of the physicians in 
attendance upon the President: The tube 
at the evening dressing could not be inserted 
quite as far as yesterday, showing that the 
track of the ball is closing up from the bot­ 
tom, and is now only a little over nine inches 
deep. The size of the wound is also con­ 
tracting all along its course, and is very sen­ 
sitive to the touch. The opening into the 
mouth is just above the angle of the jaw, and 
gives no trouble. 
The fact that pus has 
burrowed through has no bearing on the case, 
and will not delay recovery in any respect. 
W hat would now do the President more good 
than anything else is a thunder-storm. The 
air is remarkably lacking in stimulating prop­ 
erties, and the President feels it sorely. We 
are wishing for a shower. 
The Lundon “ Lancet" and the W ounded 
President. 
London, September 2d.—The Lancet says : 
"W e do not think the healing of President 
Garfield’s wound will be promoted by the 
probings to learn how far the granulation has 
proceeded. The most favorable signs are the 
fall of temperature to normal and the fre­ 
quency of the pulse. This is a thoroughly 
safe criterion. The increased strength and 
the subsidence of blood poisoning stand to­ 
gether with the improved power of digestion. 
The ability to sleep soundly, mental sound­ 
ness and cheerfulness, afford solid grounds 
for hope of recovery. The case is a striking 
illustration of a good constitution to hold up 
against an illness that would certainly have 
kdled a feeble person. But another failure 
in the President’s digestive organs, or symp­ 
toms of blood poisoning, might at any time 
turn the balance against him, and what we 
have hitherto insisted upon so often we are 
bound to repeat, that President Garfield will 
not be out of danger until his wound is 
healed.” 
The Removal of Ihc President. 
C hicago, September 2d.—A Washington 
special sayB: The Pennsylvania Railroad 
Company has prepared a special train to take 
the President to Long Branch, should it be 
decided to remove him by rail. The car de­ 
signed for the President was built for the 
late Colonel Thomas Scott, after his health 
began to decline. The springs were specially 
constructed for ease. A bed placed upon 
delicate springs is also to be put in the car, 
and

will be decided to take him by rail. He 
will probably be moved at 6 o’clock some 
morning, after he has had a good night’s 
sleep. The train is in Philadelphia, ready to 
start on telegraphic notice. Meanwhile the 
Tallapoosa would be sent round t> Long 
Branch, so if the President should improve 
he could take sh' rt rides at sea when the 
weather permitted. The Tallapoosa arrived 
this morniDg from New York. The prepaia- 
tions for the President are excellent. The 
ship has been made almost entirely new. 
The quarters arranged for the President are 
commodious, and located on the upper deck. 
Two beds have been prepared for him, one 
stationary, the other movable The latter 
was tried by the officers on the way from 
New York, and tbey say the motion of the 
vessel could not be felt in it even in very 
rough weather. 
(SECOND DISPATCH.l 
W ashington, September 2d.—Secretary 
Hunt, Dr. Bliss, Colonel Rockwell and the 
President’s Private Secretary went to the 
navy yard this afternoon to make an examin­ 
ation of the Tallapoosa, With a view to the 
possible removal of the President from 
Washington in the near fnture. No decision 
in regard to the time or manner of removal 
has yet been reached, and Bliss made his 
visit to the navy yard this afternoon simply 
to see the Tallapoosa, in order that he might 
discuss intelligently with the other surgeons 
the question of removal by water. If all 
goes well, as the patient’s present symptoms 
seem to indicate, Poynton thinks the removal 
can be safely made within a week.

W ash in g to n , September 2d.—Dr. Hamit- 
ton, to make a closer acquaintance with the 
Potomac flats, drove down the left bank of 
tbe river to-day.

ing much strength. The parotid swelling 
continues to discharge free!’ . but though di­ 
minishing has not begun to heal. Colonel 
Rockwell pays he can’t see the advance from 
day to day, but he can from week to week.

W ashington, September 2d.—The gland 
continues an object of extreme solicitude to 
the physicians.

New Yohk. September 21.—The Times' 
Washington special says: Under the Consti­ 
tution, says an ex-Senator, there can he no 
disability that the Prt-i lent can be conscious 
of.

— Forest 
fires are breaking out all along the Delaware 
valley, and the sun is entirely obscured by­ 
smoke. No rain of any account has faJlen 
since .1 uly 9th. Large fires are reported ic 
Palmyra township. 
T renton (N. J ), September 2d.—Crops 
and cattle are suffering from the drought, 
which extends the whole length ami breadth 
of the State. The Blue mountains of New 
Jersey are blazing for miles. A dense smoke 
ob-cures the sun, and the heat is intense. 
In the northern part of Hudson county, 
where the water supply is entirely derived 
from wt'lls, the residents are compelled to 
cart water from Jersey Ci'y and Hoboken, 
and paying as high as $10 a load. The 
North Hudson Countv Kailway Company, 
who have abontGOO horses at West Hoboken, 
cart all their waLr in large ir. » tanks. 
Burlington county reports the Delaware 
river and all other streams uncommonly low. 
The wells, cisterns and springs afford barely 
enough for family use. The com crops and 
pastures are burning up. Not even a vestige 
of green can be seen in many fields, 
^ B uffalo (N. Y .), September 21.—The 
drought in this section is very severe. The 
farm products are very poor, aiid short of the 
usual crop. 
O ttaw a (Ont.), September 21 —Bush fires 
are reported on all sides here, with great de­ 
struction of property. Reports from Toronto 
say the fires are rapidly ixtending along the 
borders of the timbered country, and high 
winds are fanning the tlainis. Telegraph 
communication is either totally or seriously 
interrupted. Insurance agents report the 
fires most disastrous. Already thirty cases 
have occurred of entire crops and buildings 
being burned. A t Gravehnrst % section of 
farm-houses and barns, with their contents, 
were burned yesterday. North of Brace- 
bridge the fires are more intense than in 
tlie township. Stephenson, ar. old and 
sick man, was carried ont of his burning 
house a considerable distance and placed in 
charge of two little girls. Shortly afterward 
those fighting the fire found the old man 
dead aud the children missing. It is believed 
they perished. 
The fires rage alf about 
Belleville, and the smoke is so dense that the 
opposite shores of the bay cannot lie seen. 
The villages of Roslin and Sterling have 
been saved from destruction by the active 
exertions of the inhabitants. In the town­ 
ship of Modoc a large amount of property 
has been destroyed, including dwellings and 
barns, crops, implements, etc. Never have 
the woods been in a dryer condition. Brace- 
bridge tells of immense destruction of prop­ 
erty and the Iosb of two children in the 
flames. 
Galt and Cheapside,

report a very severe rain-storm, with thun 
der, lightning and hailstones as accompani­ 
ments.

The operators in wheat for the E n­ 
glish and Continental m arkets have become 
convinced th at the supply, for the next year 
at least, is not plentiful, if not absolutely 
short. 
As a consequence they have raised 
their limits in the various wheat-supplying 
countries. 
W heat has gone up.

barley, oats, rice, and in, fact all the products 
of the farm sympathize with wheat, and the 
prices for these have also advanced. 
This 
advance came in good time fi r the majority 
of California producers, and they will gener­ 
ally reap the benefits of the rise—many farm ­ 
ers" holding both last and this year's crop. 
The improvement in prices will stim ulate ex­ 
ertions to put in a large area to wheat the 
present seeding season. 
As there is a larger 
area under summer fallow than at any pre­ 
vious season, it is now probable, should the 
weather be favorable, th at a larger crop will 
be sown this fall than at any time in the his­ 
tory of the State. 
Iu their anxiety to sow 
large areas farmers should not forget to do 
the work well. 
A small area well put in is 
better than a large oue put iu in a slovenly 
and careless manner. 
The high prices should 
not tem pt fanners to sell their best wheat 
and use a poor quality for seed. 
No grain 
deteriorates more rapidly than wheat, either 
from the use if poor seed or b a l cultiva­ 
tion. 
W e have the best soil and climate, 
and all we want in addition to produce the 
best is th at our own work should be on a 
par with Our natural advantages. 
Nothing 
but the distance from m arket and the expense 
of transportation seems now to 
intervene 
between the California wheat farmers and a 
very prosperous year in 1S81 2. 
L et us hope 
that between the overland railroads projected 
and being built and the opening up of a 
freighting rou'e across the Isthm us, greater 
facilities and lower freights may soon be re­ 
alized.

W ith the best 
of care more or less sacks will be torn, ai d 
quantities of grain wasted at the warehouses 
and in putting on and off of cars and in'.o 
vessels. 
B ut care in handling is not one of 
the characteristics of the average sack-lifter, 
and the wastage is a large per cent, greater 
than it should be, even with the wasteful 
system. 
If there were no other reason than 
extravagant wastage, efforts of producers and 
dealers should be iu the direction of handling 
in bulk. 
Grain is handled in bulk by m a­ 
chinery that seldom makes a mistake or a miss 
or careless movement. 
Elevator machinery 
would be better for the wheat-growers of 
California than jute machinery with which 
to make foreign jute into sacks. 


About Chickens. 
A. V . Lang, of Cove Dale Farm , Concord, 
K y., giveB his experience in the building of 
breeding-hou-es and chicken coops, which 
may prove of interest to poultry raisers : 
W hen I moved here, three years ago, I 
built a breeding-house 40 feet long, 12 feet 
wide, S feet high in front, and 6 feet at back, 
highest rocf facing south, six windows, etc. 
Plank on end, cracks battoned inside arid 
out. 
Four 4-inch square ventilators in the 
roof, the roof shingled and laid tight. 
In 
winter I bank the dirt up three foot on the 
outside. 
The inside is divided into ten 
rooms, the partitions built with plasterer’s 
lath. 
Then a lath door in each partition. 
The nests are made 12 by 13 inches, sides 6 
inches high, with steep cottage roof on each 
n e st; entrance to nest in the end, rounded to 
nearly one-fourth 
circle, leaving it three 
inches deep in the center. 
When you make 
the box, mix lime to a good whitewash, add 
enough kerosene to flavor it thoroughly, and 
saturate the edges and ends before nailing 
them together. 
Every joint serve this way, 
and it will save you the trouble of lousy 
nests. 
A puart of wood ashes iu the bottom, 
and a good share of “ tram ped” straw, a hole 
bored in the top of the other gable end, a 
tenpenny nail driven in the partition, the 
nest hung up so as to be easy of access, and 
you are ready for business. 
A t the entire 
length of the back of the coop, three feet 
from the bottom, I left a space twelve 
inches deep. 
On the bottom of this I laid 
a plank, at an angle of forty-five degrees, 
extending upward, inside of the coop, on a 
cross-piece. 
Over this the roosting poles 
are suspended, on tarred twine. 
Keep a lot 
of loose dirt, to sprinkle over the floor, each 
morning. 
Of course there is a plank door, 
closely fitted, hung over the opening de­ 
scribed. 
Raise this a little, jar the floor un­ 
derneath, and the droppingB all pass down 
and nut of the house. 
In each room, under 
the fl )or described, I keep a good-sized dust 
box well tilled. 
The remainder of the floor 
is gravel, and swept, and fresh, loose dirt is 
supplied when necessary. 
Beginning with 
each 
partition 
inside, I 
have a paling 
fence eight feet high, inclosing a good­ 
sized run, with each room. 
W hen I built 
this I supposed it to be a model of perfec­ 
tion. 
For winter quarters it proves to be 
very fine, but not so good for summer, as it is 
quite an item to furnish the amount of green 
feed necessarily required. 
For years I could 
see the great necessity of a moveable coop. 
I Hpeut some time looking over poultry 
papers, but found nothing desirable. 
I built 
one, but made a sad mistake, as I found out 
when I went to use it. 
The next one suited 
me, so I have a whole village of them now, and 
I do not see where I could improve them.

Some of the Odd Things a t the Fair, and 
Some of th e Odd People T here— 
K indergarten Schools. 
Build M ounds—Swill M ilk—Cream of T ar­ 
ta r —Advance in 
Prices of 
Farm Produc s—Etc. 
M eats and Digestion. 
In Am erica, beef takes precedence over 
other m eats ; generally cooked in pieces, or 
w hat we call steaks. 
These steaks when 
but half cooked are not th e best food for a 
w eak digestion. 
A strong flow of gastric 
juice ib necessary to act upon beef, and 
th at flow a w eak digestion cannot afford. 
So great is the preconceived opinion about 
the benefit to be derived from “ rare beef,” 
th a t people who have really no power to 
deal w ith it will look upon it as the only 
thing th a t can support them . 
T his is a 
m istake. 
All m eat to te really digestible 
ought to have passed through a heat process 
in cooking w hich will coagulate or thicken 
tile fluid portions of it, partially soften the 
fiber and m ake it easy for im eeration, and 
bring th e food in such a state into the 
stom ach th a t it does not need raising in 
tem perature. 
A weak digestion m ust al­ 
ways be careful of raw and col.l substances 
—of substances th a t bring w ith them a 
lower tem perature. 
Rare beefsteak, 
so 
much approved of, is for a tim e a dead 
w eight on the stom ach, and although the 
people.eating it may feel this dead weight 
for a tim e, they still persevere in eating it, 
and think it is the only food th a t will give 
them strength. 
L et steaks and chons be 
done through w ith quick bu t gentle heat, 
and they will be no burden ou th e stom ­ 
ach. 
As we progress in the knowledge of 
food and its action, we shall more and more 
discontinue steaks and chops and take to a 
m ilder way of cooking m eat. 
Som ething 
m ust be very w rong in our food econ­ 
omy if the Buffering from the disarrange­ 
m ent of the digestive process is so uni­ 
versally w idespread. 
R oasted beef, when 
properly 
done, ¡3 
strength-giving, 
and 
would be digestible if it were uot eateu in 
large quantities and were properly m asti­ 
cated. 
Bolting food is a b ju t the w orst 
way of eating for a weak digestion, and is 
actually one of the principal reasons why 
we suffer from it. 
The m om ent the m atter 
is thought over it will appear to every 
thoughtful person, th a t if th e teeth were 
given us th ey are there for a purpose, and 
th a t some tim e m ust be necessary to bring 
the food in a properly m acerated condition 
into the stom ach. 
The 
w eariness and 
dead w eight felt after bolted food is in­ 
describable. 
The outside of roasted m eat 
should never be taken by those suffering 
from a w eak digestion. 
R oast m utton is a very wholesome food 
for a weak digestion, and there can he no 
b etter nourishm ent than th e inner slices of 
a leg of m utton. 
M utton is more delicate 
of texture than beef, has a finer fibre, and 
nearly as m uch nourishing properties. 
It 
is easier m asticated, of lighter weight, and 
gives far less uneasiness in th e stom ach. I t 
is also easier of preparation. 
A well-cov­ 
ered up roast of m utton, th a t has not lost 
its gravy in cooking, is a very wholesome 
dish for the dyspeptic. 
Stew ed m utton 
also is nourishing and light for the stomach, 
and should be far more often served in our 
restaurants. 
I t w ould be au excellent 
change, and yet it is b ut seldom m et w ith. 
A slice or tw o of a steam ed leg of m utton, 
w ith caper sauce and some light vegetable, 
m ay be eaten w ith safety by a delicate p er­ 
son. 
A rice pudding, well steeped in m ilk 
and prepared w ithout eggs, bu t flavored 
w ith ground cinnamon and sugar, will fol­ 
low so well th a t for once the dyEpeptio 
need not undergo th e inevitable to rtu re 
after he has dined. 
Lamb possesses still more the character­ 
istics needed for delicate persons. 
I t is, 
however, not as rich in nutrim ent as m u t­ 
ton. 
Besides it requires such careful cook­ 
ing th a t it is but too often b u rn t up in 
roasting or boiled to rags. 
A breast or 
neck of lamb, geDtly sim m ered w ith rice, 
a few pepper-corns, mace and salt being 
added, also some finely chopped parsley, is 
a very excellent dish for th e dyspeptic. 
Veal has peculiar "properties. 
Like th e 
m eat of all young animals, th a t are not 
full grown, it is tender, but the fibre is not 
alw ays digestible and needs careful cook­ 
ing. 
Its nutritive properties are not so 
good as those of m utton, but yet are suffi­ 
cient to m ake it a valuable food. 
Veal 
should be well done, but be gently cooked, 
so th a t all the album en in it is coagulated 
or set 
and 
the 
fibre 
well 
softened. 
Roasted veal is a dish in which a weak d i­ 
gestion may indulge sometimes, 
if the 
roasting process has not been such as to 
p ut th e m eat in an overheated oven, where 
the juice is dried ont ; h ut if the m eat has 
been covered w ith greased paper or a cover 
while roasting, and so rem ains m oist and 
becomes tender. 
Steam ed veal is more 
digestible if carefully prepared, and can be 
eaten w ith profit, together w ith a slice of 
tongue. 
A bout pork there are m any different 
opinions. 
I t is not so indigestible as ic is 
said to be, if it is young and has been 
properly and carefully fed. 
In all animal 
food a great deal depends upon th e m anner 
in which the anim al has been fed, and per­ 
haps no flesh shows its breeding and feed­ 
ing so much as th a t of th e pig. 
Pork 
should not be dark and too red when 
bought, but have a delicate pink color and 
very w hite fat. 
N ever cook it violently ; 
such cooking hardens the fiber and makes 
it indigestible. 
Cover th e m eat in the 
oven and do it gently. 
N ever baste any 
m eat—there is no necessity it it is covered. 
I t should cook by its own fat. 
If veal is 
very dry and has not fat enough, let it be 
covered w ith greased paper or rubbed over 
w ith pieces of butter, or some mild fat ba­ 
con be p ut around it. H alf our indigestion 
is derived from the careless m anner in 
which m eat is cooked. 
Roasted pork may 
now and then be indulged in by those th at 
are not far gone in dyspepsia, but only if 
it is young and can be got well cooked ; if 
th at is not the case, leave it alone and do 
not touch it. 
Salted m eats are more indigestible th an 
fresh m eats, and y et how carelessly even 
delicate people sit down to corned beef, 
while neglecting the more digestible a rti­ 
cle— m ildly salted pork. 
Salt drives the 
w atery elem ents from the m eat and th ere­ 
fore hardens the fiber, for it closes them up 
more. 
I t is, however, possible to soften 
salted m eat in cooking, if it is properly 
done. 
L et it sim m er very gently and 
longer than fresh m eat, w ith not too much 
w ater, and place it in the saucepan w ith 
warmish, not with cold w ater. 
I t is best 
to steam the beef. 
If well pressed when 
done, the beef will become tender, and a 
slice or tw o when so cooked 
can 
be 
digested. 
There is a m ild way of sea­ 
soning pork, which w ould m uch enhance 
the value of 
th a t m eat. 
A hand 
or 
shoulder of pork rubbed in w ith best salt 
for a few days, then well washed, rubbed 
dry and placed into w arm ish w ater w ith 
young spring greens and very gently sim ­ 
mered is quite a passable dish. 
I t m ust, 
however, be very young pork. 
The same 
dish may come on th e table cooked by two 
different persons, one m ay be digestible, 
the other th e opposite. 
Choice of m eat 
and preparation occasion th a t difference. 
A nd now a very serious w ord to those who 
cook for dyspeptics ; cook and serve appe­ 
tizingly. 
If you do so the secretions, th a t 
is the saliva and gastric juice, are encour­ 
aged in flow, and improve the digestion of 
the food w onderfully.—[Food and H ealth. 


Receipts. 
M rs. Courtney’s B reakfast R olls.— 
For these a teaspoonful each of salt and 
baking powder was m ixed throngh a pound 
of floor, and through this was rubbed two 
onnces of b u tter, and th e whole m ixed 
w ith m ilk to a stiff dough. 
T he rolls were 
then kneaded separately, w ith as little 
handling as possible, and laid in a buttered 
pan and baked for fifteen m inutes. 
This 
q u antity m akes a half dozen good-sized 
rolls. 
G ingef. S naps.—One cup of molasses, 
one cup of sugar, one cup of b u tte r and 
lard, mixed, or beef dripping instead of the 
b u tte r m akes them more crisp, one-half 
cup of boiling w ater w ith a teaspoon of

The m anufacture of old-fashioned rag car- 
carpet, “ h it or m iss,” a good q u an tity of 
it is, attrac ts a great deal of attention. 
An old man sits in his shirt sleeves a t the 
loom, and w ith his shoulders bowed and 
and his eyes in ten t upon his work, he 
keeps industriously at it as though alone 
and working for wages.

brush or w ith her hands dabbling in hot 
w ater and keeping the bobbing cocoons in 
order, while the fair threads of silk wind 
off them and are carried to the wheel. 
I t 
is an interesting exhibit, and a crowd of 
attentive spectators is alw ays about it. Its 
cases show fine specimens of cocoons, 
skeins of s ’.lk, 
etc, the new interest in 
Beiiculture ju st now aw akened m aking 
this a valuable stand. 
I w ould not be 
understood th a t this is by any means the 
first exhibition of the so rt at our yearly 
fairs, bu t unusual serious interest is m ani­ 
fested in it, since the industry is recom­ 
m ended to us as a peculiarly profitable 
home work. 
I t will prove a blessing in­ 
deed if it can lie a source of money m ak­ 
ing to women who have families and can­ 
not go outside them to find the longed for 
penny. F u rth er round the gallery you will 
find a woman seated w ith a square of carpet 
uoder her feet, and now and then from a 
num ber under her hand she gives a paper 
to some one passing. 
Various articles of 
industry hang on the wall near her, and in 
large gilt letters I see

Down in one com er is a very sm all 
booth, b a t it has very good custom. 
I 
think the children who crowd the fair 
m ost be 
MOSTLY 
STOMACH, 
Since they throng all stands where any­ 
thing eatable is to be found. 
P our in 
aandy, com balls, cakes and soda w ater, 
and then yon will find th e receptacle still 
hungering for csndy, com balls, etc. 
This 
little stand is devoted to hot waffles, baked 
in oblongs and sprinkled w ith powdered 
sugar. 
The baker, w ith his w hite cap and 
apron, w ears also the universal wooden 
gaze, and he bakes and bakes, and never 
seem to know you are there. 
H e sells a 


The Digger Indians understood the value 
of mounds on the banks of the larger rivers 
of this State as places of safety in tim es of 
high water. Nearly all the rivers had mounds 
a t most favorable points on both banks. 
These mounds were of different dimensions 
and hight, ranging from a few rods across to 
half 3n acre in area. 
They were generally 
from three to six feet high above the natural 
banks. 
The composition of these mounds 
was such as to show th at the Indians had oc­ 
cupied them for hundreds of years, and that 
they had been built by adding a little each 
year for a Dug period. 
They were not only 
used as places of abode in times of high 
water by the living, but they were also used 
as burying places for the dead. These uioun s 
are unmistakable evidences th at high waters 
and floods have been the incidents of the sea­ 
sons 
in 
the 
valleys of California for 
ages and 
centuries 
in 
the 
past, 
and 
th a t 
high 
waters 
then 
as 
now 
covered the 
whole 
country, 
and 
ren­ 
dered life and 
property unsafe except 
some artificial elevations were made fo r the 
inhabitants to fLe to in fl n il time-. 
The ex 
perience of cur utru times has demonstrated 
the same thing, aud we at least should be as 
prudent and wise in our day and generation 
as were the Digger Indians. 
The Indians 
had very little to protect or keep from the 
waters, except themselves and their scant 
w inter stores, yet they put the labor of years 
on these mounds and defied the highest of 
waters and the most disastrous of flood». We 
have tried to substitute levees for the Indian 
mounds, uot for the purpose of escaping to 
the levees in high w atit, but to keep the 
waters in the rivers and prevent them from 
running over the land and destroying our 
fields, barns, houses aud stock and other 
property. 
The experience of the last thirty 
years with levees has fully demonstrated 
th at 
our 
system 
has 
been 
a 
fail­ 
ure. 
We have 
not 
kept the 
waters 
in 
the rivers, nor 
have 
we 
saved 
our 
property and stock from destruction. 
W e 
should never have abandoned the old Indian 
mound. 
Of this everybody now is pretty 
well satisfied. 
Even though we build levets 
ever so strong and high they are liable to 
give way and flood aud destroy all our im- 
tmovements and property, aLd to sacrifice 
hum an life. 
Let us m aintain the levee sys­ 
tem, but at the same time renew the old In ­ 
dian mound system of providing tor safety, 
not only fur ourselves but our stock. 
Every 
farmer on the Sacramento, and other large 
rivers liable to overflow, should build a mound 
large enough to keep his stock on in extreme 
high water. 
I t would be well to make these 
mounds large and high enough to contain the 
buildings—the house, barn and other neces­ 
sary buildings of the farm. Like the Indian», 
we may begin them on a small 
scale 
and 
add 
to 
them 
each 
year. 
As 
a 
role 
the 
levees 
are 
from 
three 
to four rods back from the natural banks of 
the rivers, and the soil for the levees has been 
taken out next the river, leaving a strip of 
the immediate bank standing. 
By making 
openings in through this strip the waters will 
flow in and fill up the excavations at every 
high water, and thus bring with them the 
necessary foil to keep up the levees aud also 
to make the annual additions to the mounds. 
I t may seem to some th at this advice to 
build mounds carries with it an admission 
th at the river bottoms are not good placeB to 
build homes and 
make 
life settlements. 
Q iite the contrary 
These river bottoms 
contain the richest and m st productive soils 
in the world. 
One acre of this bottom land 
will produce as mucti in a year as three or 
four of the plain lands, and it will never 
wear out. 
The floods do not come every 
season, and uhen they do come, remain 
over the soil but a short time, aud then are 
gone for the balance of the year. 
They 
bring with them a tew supply of fertility 
each year and soak the laud, so that any arti­ 
ficial irrigation is unnecessary. 
Could the 
farmers on the plains secure these benefits it 
would double the value of their farms. 
Let 
the river farmers build mounds, and fence 
their farms with wire fences, and they will 
losa nothing by floods, but will, on the con­ 
trary, learn to look upon the annual high 
waters as a helping rather than an injury. 
B ut let us have l o mining slickens with the 
floods—-only the na’ural wa hes of the w ater­ 
sheds above us, and with rivi r farms and 
mounds we may well be satisfied. 


Swill Milk. 
T hat milk from cows fed on impure food 
partakes of th at im purity is a fact too well 
known to need proof at this late day. 
Such 
m ilk has been analyzed so often and with the 
same result that chemists have ceased to in­ 
vestigate in that direction. 
In the older and 
better regulated States the adulteration of 
f n d for cows giving milk to be sold to cus­ 
tomers in town and cities is made a crime of 
the same magnitude as the adulteration of 
the milk itself. 
If, for instance, it can be 
proven that a miikmau who sells milk to city 
customers feeds his cows on the refuse of 
distilleries, he is as much a criminal in the 
eyes of the law as he would be if he were 
guilty of mixing this refuse in the milk itself, 
iruch should be the law everywheie, for in fact 
th e impurities are as injurious to health, 
■whether the unhealthy m it’er be carried into 
th e milk through the c w'a organs of lacteal 
eecretions or mixed with it directly after it 
has been drawn from the cow. 
Those who 
desire to drink swill might as well drink it 
directly as indirectly, except that being called 
m ilk instead i f swill it may go down a little 
more easily. 
The effect upon the system and 
health will be bad in either case. 
W e re­ 
member that when the investigations in re­ 
gard to making and selling swill milk in 
the city of New York some twenty years ago 
were being conducted by the Board of Health, 
whole stables of cows were found, which to 
outw ard appearance were in the finest condi­ 
tion but on closer examination the cows were 
, found to be i nly walking n.a-ses of disease 
and corruption, caused by eating for years 
th e refuse of the still and stables. 
These 
cows 
were 
giving 
great quantities 
of 
milk and returning to their owners large 
profits 
on 
their 
cheap 
keeping, 
hut 
they were 
at the 
same time »preading 
among those who bought and consumed their 
milk the seeds of fatal disease». 
As a result 
of these investigations the stringent laws 
igainst the sale of swill milk, now in exist­ 
ence in th at State, were enacted by the Legis­ 
lature. 
The tem ptation to produce and sell 
swill milk in this State is very creat, as the 
difference in the expense of k e e p in g cows on 
good, sweet hay and bran, or on rotten barley 
from the Btilis, is so great. 
As we nave no 
laws bearing directly on this subject, and as 
there are a large number of milk dairies kept 
within the limits of eveiy city, this sort of 
business is doubtle»» carueil uu quite exten­ 
sively and profitably. 
Those that buy milk 
would do well to inquire what the milk they 
feed their children and families is made of. 
I t is not a good indication to see in the su­ 
burbs of a city large cow stables, and yards 
full of fat, pussy-looking cows with their but­ 
tocks scaled over with manure, which never 
comes off except it brings the hair with it. 
Those who take milk from dairies kept in this 
way may be pretty sure they are consuming 
the refuse o f the nearest still or lager beer 
m anufacturing establishment under the name 
of milk.

W hen in Africa, M. d ’A bbadie witnessed 
lightning w ithout any thunder. 
H e con­ 
tends th a t in this instance th e ordinary 
explanation of so-called “ heat lig h tn in g " 
as th e m ere reflection of a storm below the 
horizon is not applicable, because it was a 
th in fog occupying a narrow vallev which 
was suddenly illum inated by th e sheet 
lightning. 
Color-blindness as a cause of disasters is 
now tolerably well recogni?.ed by those in­ 
tru sted w ith the safety of passengers on 
laud or by w ater. 
Sounds, however, as 
well as colors, are employed as signals, and 
the inability to distinguish the form er may 
prove as fatal as a lack of sensibility to the 
latter. 
Som etim es, too, persons having ex­ 
cellent eyes have very poor ears, and the 
contrary is also true. 
B ut perhaps the 
gravest source of catastrophes, especially 
in railroad travel, is the tendency of en­ 
gineers to w hat may be called absence of 
mind, especially w hen those men manage 
their locomotives for m onths and years 
over th e same monotonous track. 
Dr. Blasdell, of Providence, a t th e re­ 
cent m eeting of th e Rhode Island Teach­ 
ers’ In stitu te, m ade an excellent address 
on school hygiene, in the course of which 
he recommended th e appointm ent of a 
medical inspector to superintend hygiene 
in all t ;:e public aud private schools of 
the State. 
Dr. Blaisdell added th a t such 
au inspector should have a f$>od salary— 
his work well defined by special law s— 
and have full authority to carry out their 
provisions untram m eled by outsiders. He 
should appoint local medical inspectors in 
every tow n and city in the State, and 
these should have charge of th e hygiene 
of th e schools in their districts. 
Some very elem entary lessons in phys­ 
ics are evidently needed in Franconia, 
Pickens county, Ala. 
A correspondent a t 
th a t place, w riting to an honored con­ 
tem porary, gives the following reasons 
for his disbelief in th e axial revolution of 
the earth : “ W hen tw o objects pass each 
other, going in opposite directions, they 
pass very quickly, as, for instance, a bird 
flying w est ought to pass objects upon 
th e earth m uch more rapidly than when 
it flies east. 
B ut this is not th e case. 
A bird passes no more rapidly going west 
than when it flies e a st; a ball throw n 
against a house in a w esterly direction 
does not rebound any more than when 
throw n east. 
You m ay send a balloon 
up above your head and let it stand 24 
hours, and at the expiration of th e 24 
hours the balloon will be directly over 
your head. 
I have studied the reasous 
given in astronom y, and find nothing to 
refute my observations.” 
M. Faure’s improved Plante battery con­ 
tinues to excite great interest both here 
and abroad. 
A recent attem pt to give 
some practical indications of its capabili­ 
ties is very commendable. 
The device is 
very simple. 
Two sheets of lead, after 
having been coated w ith m inium or red j 
lead and rolled up spiral fashion, while a j 
layer of felt is introduced to insulate each ¡ 
sheet, are plunged into a vessel contaiD irg 
dilute acid in the proportion of about 10 
to 1. 
A current passed into this cell re­ 
duces the red lead on the one sheet or 
plate to m etallic lead, and converts th a t on 
the other to peroxide. 
W hen the cell is 
discharging itself the chemical actions are 
reversed. 
The mail advices confirm the 
telegraphic reports. 
The box of “ con­ 
densed lig h tn in g ” presented to Sir W . 
Thompson by M. Faure held, by “ m easure­ 
m ent, w ithin th e sm all space of one cubic 
foot, a power equivalent to 1,000,000 of 
foot pounds.” 
Sir W illiam , w ith charac­ 
teristic Scottish caution, says th a t a con­ 
siderable tim e m ust pas3 before he has re­ 
sults to publish regardiug th e secondary 
battery. 
M yopia, or near-sightness, is an affliction 
fraught w ith countless annoyances. Those 
suffering from it act usually under a feel­ 
ing of constraint in public, of which they 
show no signs in a known friendly gather­ 
ing. 
The kindly approach of a respectable 
lady on the street is resented as a w anton 
im pertinence, and the w arm welcome of a 
friend receives a chilling response, which 
often results in reciprocal enm ity. 
M yopia 
is very apt, given certain constitutions, to 
produce a form of m isanthropy in individ­ 
uals who are actually hungering and th irs t­ 
ing for society. 
Aud there are other and 
more dangerous snares into which th e m y­ 
opic m an is ap t to stum ble. 
He knows 
from sad experience how he has insulted 
ladies by refusing to recognize their kindly 
nods, and, going to the other extrem e, w ith 
a respectable lady a t his side, he has been 
only made aw are th a t he has acknowledged 
the salute of some one he ought not to 
know by the sudden w ithdraw al of his 
companion's arm from his, and subsequent 
em barrassing explanations. The causes and 
cures of this disease of the eye ought to 
occupy far more of the attention of special­ 
ists than it does, for a m ultiplicity of 
reasons. 
A ll th a t is yet set forth barely 
touches the surface of a disease th a t is 
surely w ithin th e reach of m edicinal reme­ 
dy. T he preventive m ethods suggested are 
good enough in th eir way, but the alleged 
causes of m yopia are out of all proportion 
to their assigned consequences.

Some years ago, when Jo h n M cCullough 
was in New Orleans, a com plim entaiy d in­ 
ner was given him, to which Robson and 
Crane, the comediaus, were invited.

son tells the following story of an incident 
w hich occurred : 
“ I t was a private affair, so th a t w hen I 
saw, sitting betw een Crane and myself, a 
very seedy looking old gentlem an, my a t­ 
tention was arrested, and I began to eye 
the old chap w ith suspicion. 
By aud by 
he began to a ttrac t the attention of th e 
company. 
H e was a mau of, say sixty or 
thereabout, unshaven and very shabbily 
dressed. 
The night outside was bitterly 
cold, and y et th e old fellow wore a th in 
sum m er coat buttoned up to the throat. 
W h at first drew my attention to him was 
his appearance, aud after th a t bis appetite. 
He ate voraciously, and his drinking k ept 
pace w ith his eating. 
Again and again did 
Crane and I replenish his plate and fill his 
glass, and again and again were they em p­ 
tied. 
I confess th a t a barbarous sense of 
the hum or of the thing came over me, and 
I gave way to it. 
From my ‘ pride of 
place’ I deliberately plied the ancient 
m ariner w ith wine, and m ade a point of 
inviting the attention of the whole table 
to him. 
They all w ent into th e joke, and 
insisted, one after another, upon drinking 
wine w ith the old man. 
The idea, of 
course, was to get him tipsy, b ut here we 
all failed, for the old gentlem an had a 
head as hard as Socrates, and, moreover, 
seemed to know w hen he had enough. The 
quiet w hisper and nudge was going round 
the festive board, ‘ W ho’s our friend ? 
W ho brought him in ?’ etc. 
B ut it was 
quickly suppressed, for at last, w ith quiet 
dignity, bu t firm courtesy, he declined to 
drink any more, and no entreaty could 
move him from his resolution. 
None of 
our party seemed to know him, so we 
finally concluded th a t he was a poor rela­ 
tion or acquaintance of some of th e givers 
of the banquet, who had kindly rung him 
in for a good feed. 
In the m eantim e 
speeches were made, toasts were drank, 
and a slightly inebriated individual sung 
out : 
‘ Say mine ancient friend, won’t you 
please give us a speech ? 
Som ething about 
Shakespeare, you know—h e’s the fellow .’ 
“ Nobody, of course, imagined th a t the 
old man would have the nerve to get up and 
and say anything, bu t he did. 
W ell, air, 
in the course of my experience I have heard 
a great m any clever people talk about the 
im m ortal bard, bu t on this occasion I 
heard in fifteen m inutes the m ost intelli­ 
gent exposition of Shakespeare's genius 
th a t it has ever been my fortune to listen 
to. 
And the whole thing was done so 
easily, and w ith such an entire absence of 
effort, th a t it was not until he had finished 
th a t we all began to realize th a t wc had 
been under the spell of a profound critic 
and an accomplished orator. 
And those 
who came to scoff remained to pray. John 
M cCullough rushed over aud grasped his 
hand enthusiastically, thanked him for the 
honor of his presence, and begged his 
name th a t the company ought to know to 
whom 
they were 
indebted. 
A t first 
the old man seemed to lose his self-pos­ 
session. 
He articulated a few words, b ut 
it was plain his emotions were getting the 
better of him. 
Crane filled him up a glass 
of wine, and the old man drank it, aud, 
after a little pause, rose slowly and w ith 
difficulty. 
H is m anner had quite chaDged. 
H e no longer looked the keen critic and 
fluent orator, bu t a weak, infirm old man, 
who, in spite of every disadvantage of ap­ 
pearance, still retained a certain dignity— 
an elusive b u t unm istakable som ething 
th a t pronounced him to be a gentleman. 
“ Said a friend to me as the old man got 
upon his f e e t: 
‘ Bob. this don’t look like 
a r t; this is n atu re.’ 
‘G entlem en,’ said 
the unknow n in a voice trem ulous and full 
of pathos, ‘ I owe an apology to you all. 
I have no excuse to offer for having in ­ 
truded upon your festivity, but I can at 
least m ake the poor ameud of confessing 
th a t I am an intruder. 
I came to th is 
house th is evening on the invitation of a 
man I once knew, and I stum bled by acci­ 
dent into your banquet. 
I came here hun­ 
gry aud cold (and I thought I could hear 
the wind w histling outside as he iutoned 
rather than pronounced the words ‘ hungry 
and co ld ’), and I could not resist the 
tem ptation. 
I w anted to eat and drink 
and get warm. ’ 
“ And the old m an's eyes drooped upon 
the table as if overpowered w ith a sense 
of liia degradation. 
“ * I know this is sham eful,’ he con­ 
tinued, ‘ b ut physical weakness sometimes 
begets m ental weakness, and I have eaten 
nothing for three days. 
For three weeks 
past I have not slept in a bed, b ut stolen a

And now, gentlemen, Baid the brave old 
man, straightening np w ith wonderful dig­ 
nity of manner, ‘ accept m y gratitude for 
w hat I have received. 
I have eaten and 
d rank w ith yon, and am refreshed and 
grateful. 
I tru st you will pardon m y in­ 
fringem ent of hospitality and common hon­ 
esty and perm it me to depart.' ” 
T he dinner party im m ediately raised a 
purse of |6 8 for th eir needy friend. 
R ob­ 
son will no t tell his name, bu t says th a t 
tw enty-five years ago he was a Congress­ 
m an from Ohio, ana he was once a candi­ 
date for th e V ice-Presidency of the U nited

esplanade, or showed with its swells at

Jack le Geste, a man much addicted to 
chaff and practical joking.

SPORTING COLUMN.

REAL LACE MADE BY MACHINERY. 
The manufacture of lace by machinery 
has received considerable attention in Eu­ 
rope, and a company has been formed in 
Paris for developing M. Malhere’s lace 
loom. La Nature gives a description and 
an engraving of this masterpiece of mechan­ 
ism, w’ith a sample of Valenciennes lace 
made upon it. It is claimed that the loom 
can produce all kinds oí lace, and that 
competent judges, and even lace-makers, 
confound the lace which it produces with 
that produced by hand. The fundamental 
idea of the machine is found in the employ­ 
ment of rotation disks, which contain two 
threads capable of being twisted together 
by a half revolution or a complete revolu­ 
tion. These disks are tangent and in pairs, 
capable of transferring the thread from 
disk to disk, and are arranged in the seg­ 
ment of a cylinder, in order that the thread 
between the disks and the converging 
point may be as nearly as possible of a 
uniform length. The lace is produced in 
the geometrical center of the segmental 
frame. Several bands of lace are produced 
simultaneously by the superposition of the 
thread carriers. The movements of the 
several members of the loom are controlled 
by the Jacquard arrangement of perforated 
cards. The interlacing threads are collected 
and fixed in the central part of the ma­ 
chine (corresponding to the hand-worker’s 
pillow) by incans of pins. The frame of 
the loom consists of two concentric cylin­ 
der segments. As all parts of the seg­ 
mental frame are nearly equidistant from 
the converging point of the threads, the 
tension of the thread is uniform, and this 
arrangement allows each one of the bobbins 
to circulate in the interior of the cylindrical 
surface without any displacement of the 
threads. The lower segmi nt is perforated 
all over its circumference, and each 
one of the holes is filled by a 
metallic cylinder which manipulates 
the thread and is controlled by the 
Jacquard mechanism. According to the 
piercing of the pasteboard of the Jacquard 
band, the bobbin carriages are pushed from 
the groove of one pin to the groove of an­ 
other, by little pushers, and may occupy 
successively all the disks. In order that 
the rollers in the center of the loom may 
be interlaced or twisted, the transportation 
of the bobbins ia made by a circular mo­ 
tion. When a bobbin is to be transferred 
from one row to another, the pins in the 
Jacquard mechanism corresponding to the 
motion required cause the pin in the seg­ 
mental frame to turn a quarter of a revolu­ 
tion only, the sliding groove assuming a 
vertical position ; then the bobbins are 
moved forward in a vertical direction, and 
a second quarter revolution of the pin 
places the bobbin in a horizontal position 
in such a way as to renew the interlacing 
of the threads.

The dog soon recovered, 
was named Gunner, and until the day of 
his death, was a favorite with everybody. 
He would always lie on the beach during 
the bathing hours, ready to dash into the 
water to the rescue of some weak swimmer 
who had ventured out too far.

J am es B r id g e r, th e F am ous Scout and 
H u n ter D ea d.— The famous scout, hunter 
and trapper, James Bridger, died at Kansas 
City recently, at the age of 70 years. His 
career has been remarkable for wild ad­ 
venture, and formed material for several 
romances in which his name has figured. 
He was the scout and guide in Fremont’s 
great Western exploring expedition, and 
Fort Bridger, of Wyoming, was thus named 
in his honor. He was familiar with the 
great WeBt from the Rocky Mountains to 
the Pacific, and from the British possessions 
southward to Mexico. The adventures of 
Bridger among the- wild game and wilder 
aborigines, prior to 1S50, would form a 
volume of thrilling interest. Few equaled 
him, either as a hunter, a guide or an in­ 
terpreter, as he was familiar with the prin­ 
cipal dialects of Indians throughout the 
West, and was in all respects a remarkable 
man. 
A Cou ghing E pid e m ic.— Attention was 
drawn to the fact that at the Ascot meet­ 
ing quite a number of horses were cough­ 
ing. The sporting press subsequently re­ 
ferred to the many race horses who were 
Buffering from the affection, and it now 
appears that the disease has assumed an 
epidemic form, and is spreading among the 
chief training establishments of the King­ 
dom. The cause is attributed by the 
Sportsman to the intense heat which has 
prevailed for some time, which superin­ 
duces exhaustion.

W h a t C on stitu tes a R ecord.—Some 
gentlemen have called upon ns to inquire 
whether we think that a horse which trots 
against time and loses makes a valid rec­ 
ord. W e don’t think anything at all abont 
it. We know that he does not. It is con­ 
trary to all the principles and rules of the 
turf that a horse can make a valid record 
by losing a heat. A horse undertakes for 
a purse, or the money in a match, to trot a 
mile in certain specified time, or to make 
or beat certain specified time. Say the 
time to be made is 2:12, or 2:10. Now, 
when that horse gets the word time íb there 


as his competitor. There is no other com­ 
petitor. The horse is to trot in 2:10. He 
fails, but the judges erroneously goon, and, 
taking the time in which he makes the mile, 
pretend to give him a record, say of 2:12. 
They say the rules require them to time 
every heat. So they do ; but what they 
have timed for this horse is no heat at all. 
The heat ended when the 2:10 expired, and 
the horse’s competitor, time, won it that 
very instant. What the judges say was 
done afierthe 2:10 expired is of no more 
use to constitute a valid record than if a 
boy in the street said it the next day. So 
far 39 that heat is concerned, the judges 
were practically functus ofiicio the instant 
the watch showed that 2:10 had elapsed, 
except for the bare purpose of declaring 
that the herse lost it. They cannot con­ 
tinue the heat until he reaches the score 
and then call it a record in 2:12, for the 
very good reason that the heat they were 
placed in the stand to judge ended two 
seconds before their pretended record was 
accomplished.—[N. Y. Sportsman. 
M ou ntain Q u a il B reed in g in C on­ 
fin e m e n t.—F. P. Taylor, of Chicago, has 
a pair of mountain quails, which were pre­ 
sented to him about two years since by S. 
H. Turrill, of Chicago, who received them 
from his brother. A large cage was built 
expressly from them, in which they had 
abundance of room to fly around, and they 
were kept well supplied with fresh sod and 
plenty of sand. 
They thrived well, and 
were loving and affectionate to each other. 
List year the female laid about forty eggs 
upon the sod, but every effort, even to the 
preparing of a neat in a dark place, to in­ 
duce her to sit, was without avail. This 
year the female laid thirty-seven eggs, one 
every morning, but still refused tosit. One 
of Mr. Taylor’s neighbors had some ban­ 
tam hens, aud twenty eggs were placed 
under one of these, the result of which 
was the hatching out of four as lively lit­ 
tle mountain quails as were ever seen. 
When two days old they would climb over 
the hen, would run up in a visitor’s hand 
and eat dampened cornmeal, and after till­ 
ing themselves, would lie down and clean 
their eyes. Mr. Taylor says he never saw 
handsomer or prouder young birds of any 
description. They have the small feather 
plume on the head, similar to the parent 
birds. 
R if l e S hooting by C a pta in Stubbs.— 
I must report to you some of the most ex­ 
traordinary shooting I ever saw, which 
occurred at the Lima tournament, byCapt. 
E. E. Stubbs, of Gainesville, Ark., now, 
in my opinion, the champion rifle and all- 
around shot of the world. First, he shot 
at ten glass balls with a Winchester repeat- 
ing-rifle, thrown in the air by aa assistant, 
breaking them all into dust. 
Next he 
shot at ten balls thrown by himself at 
various angles, sideways, across, high, low, 
stright up, and close along the ground, 
also breaking them all. Next he shot at 
ten glass one-half dram vials, five thrown 
in the air by himself, and five by an assist­ 
ant, breaking them all. Next, he broke 
thirteen balls in fourteen seconds, and ten 
balls in eleven seconds, thrown by an as­ 
sistant < in this feat the air was filled with 
one continuous stream of broken glass, 
putting one in mind of the tail of the 
big comet. Next he broke several one-half 
dram vials thrown in the air, with rifle 
upside down on top of his head ; also broke 
ten balls 
and one-half dram vials 
thrown by himself, using the rifle with one 
hand ; also broke several balls and one-half 
dram vials, throwing them over his head 
with his left hand, turning round and 
breaking them into fragments as easily as 
though they had been thrown in front of 
him, besides many other difficult shots ; 
not missing a shot in his performance. He 
also did some very fine shootiDg with a 
Greener hammerless gun, using Dittmar 
powder, at balls thrown from Bogardnsand 
rotary traps. All who saw his shooting 
acknowledged it to be wonderful; how he 
can and does do it, with such ease and 
grace, is almcst miraculous. Some of the 
the members of the club, after seeing him 
shoot, said they would back him against 
any man living for all they were worth ; 
and I, myself, would go my pile and feel as 
safe as though it was in United States 
bonds.—[Correspondent American Field, 
from New Philadelphia, 0. 


LITERARY NOTES. 
Henry Morley, well known for his 
“ Sketch of English 
Literature,” was 
originally a doctor, then Dickens's assistant 
on Household M onis from 1S51 to 1S57, 
afterward editor of the Examiner, and 
since 1859 has been Professor of English 
Literature, first in King’s College, and 
afterward in University College, London. 
It is proposed to start a Browning so­ 
ciety for the study and discussion of the 
works of the poet Browning, and the pub­ 
lication of essays on them and extracts 
from works illustrating them. The open­ 
ing meeting will probably be at the end of 
October, and Mr. Furnivall, No. 
St. 
George’s square, Primrose Hill, North­ 
west London, has the matter in charge. 
Dr. Schliemanu, now in Berlin superin­ 
tending his collections, has received the 
very unusual title of “ Honorary Citizen­ 
ship,” Prince Bismarck aud General von 
Moltke being the only other living person­ 
ages on whom it has been conferred. Dr. 
Schliemann has recently returned from a 
journey through the Troad, and especially 
the Ida Mountains, where he claims to 
have discovered the altar of Zeus. 
The work of raising a fund for the 
printing of books in raised letters for the 
blind is steadily progressing in Boston, 
says the Literamj World, and about $25,000 
has been already secured, which is one- 
third of the amount needed. With $75,000 
a dozen books can be added to the list 
yearly. The price of a Bible printed in 
this way is $20. About 100 volumes in 
raised letters are now accessible to the 
blind. 
The late Dr. Rudolf Hermann Lotze ac­ 
cepted in 1844 a call to become the Pro­ 
fessor of Philosophy at Gottingen, where 
he produced his best-known works. His 
contributions to medicine and medical 
psychology are numerous. Starting from 
medicine, he developed a metaphysical 
system of his own. His classically written 
“ Logik” (1S74) contains a fairly good 
sketch or outline of his system. He had 
the gift of lucid exposition, and was a 
man of noble character. 
One thousand pounds has been collected 
for Carlyle’s monument on the Thames 
Embankment. William Allingham pro­ 
tests in the name of Carlyle’s friends against 
placing his bust in Westminster Abbey, on 
the ground that Mr. Carlyle had no respect 
for the building, not even as architecture, 
never willingly came within its door3, and 
was far from regarding a tomb or monu­ 
ment there as a desideratum. On the other 
hand, he greatly admired St. Paul’s Cathe­ 
dral as an edifice, and visited it several 
times in the last months of his life. 
The course of lectures on Scottish Church 
history, twelve in number, and called the 
“ St. Giles’ Lectures,” recently delivered 
in Edinburgh and Glasgow by eminent 
clergymen of the Established Church, has 
stirred up the Bishop of St. Andrews, Dr. 
Charles Wordsworth, to a somewhat spir­ 
ited reply, in which he disousses Scottish 
Church history from the Reformation to 
to the present time in qnite a different 
style from that of his Presbyterian breth­ 
ren. Both series of lectures are worth 
preserving. 
John Morris, of the Society of Jesus, is 
one of the few living English writers who 
has succeeded in greatly modifying certain 
views of English history during the reign 
of Qneen Mary which have been held to be 
the only tenable ones. His senes of 
“ Troubles of Our Catholic Forefathers,” 
begun ten years ago, shows how the Eng­ 
lish Churchmen in the sixteenth century 
hacked and butchered and robbed the 
Roman Catholics ot those days in order to 
convert them to the reformed faith, which 
form of religious persecution, according to 
Mr. M oitíb, was not fonnd to be over per-

SILENT 
INCENDIARIES. 


During the recent harvest season there 
have occurred many disastrous tires in the 
fields. 
In most cases they have been laid 
at the doors of amateur hunters and camp­ 
ing tourists. 
Undoubtedly these classes 
are frequently very careless in their use of 
fire when traveling through agricultural 
sections, and still more so w hen in wooded 
regions, and are responsible for many of 
our most destructive forest fires. 
But sci­ 
ence comes to their partial defense, with 
the very rational statem ent that to neither 
hunters nor campers should be charged all 
forest and field 
conflagrations, nor to 
spontaneous combustion all the outdoor 
and apparently unaccountable fires in thick­ 
ly settled sections. I t is shown that “ bot- 
“ ties, bottoms of drinking glasses, bits of 
“ thick glass of lens form, etc., which are 
“ cast carelessly about fields, in back lots, 
“ and often in woods, act as burning- 
“ glasses, concentrate the rays of the sun 
“ and kindle conflagrations.” 
It behooves 
farmers as well as city authorities to keep 
a sharp outlook for these silent and irre­ 
sponsible incendiaries. 


THS CHAMBER OF COMMERCE MEETING. 


The Anti-Debris Association appeared by 
committee before a special meeting of the 
San Francisco Chamber of Commerce on 
Thursday evening. 
Dr. Rogers, of Marys­ 
ville, was the chief spokesman for the 
committee, and presented the case cn be­ 
half of the valley interest with commend­ 
able candor and conspicuous ability. Other 
speakers on behalf of the injured district 
made earnest and strong appeals to the 
reason and judgm ent of 
the meeting. 
This presentation of the case before the 
representatives of the great commercial 
interests of the State cannot fail in the 
accomplishment of good to all sections con­ 
cerned. 
The most significant feature 
of the meeting, however, was the fact that 
the mining interest was also represented in 
the meeting, and the committee appointed 
to visit the injured Bection will also visit 
the mining region, and thus both sections 
interested in the debris controversy will 
receive due consideration. 
Another sig­ 
nificant feature of the occasion was the 
speech of Congressman Berry. 
T hat gen­ 
tleman actually had the tem erity to declare 
th at there were equities on both sides of 
th¡3 controversy ; th at the stoppage! of 
hydraulic mining would destroy the prop­ 
erty of the m iners; 
that the miners 
were 
a 
part 
of the speaker’s 
con­ 
stituency and citizens of the Republic. 
For saying no more than this the R eio rd - 
UxiON has been charged with having 
“ forgotten its duty to the people,” and 
with having “ advocated the implied sur- 
“ render of the valleys, bays, rivers and 
“ cities to the unrestrained use of the hy- 
“ draulic interest.” 
Mr. Berry also de­ 
clared th at the miners and fanners should 
join hands and have the case settled at 
once by the Courts. 
There is the highest 
wisdom in this advice. 
The representa­ 
tion of the mining interest present in the 
meeting accepted Mr. Berry’s proposition 
at once. 
Appeal to the Courts has been 
had for the purpose of ascertaining the 
legal rights of the parties to this contro­ 
versy. 
W e have all along contended that 
the determination of a single suit will do 
this as effectually as any number of suits 
could. 
If the Courts declare it to be 
unlawful to use the streams as easements 
for 
tailings 
from 
mining 
operations 
then such use ceases. 
If the Courts de­ 
clare such right of use to belong to the 
miners, then other than legal remedies 
must be applied for the protection of the 
valleys. 
In short all parties to this con­ 
troversy are equally amenable to the law 
and equally entitled to its protection. 
Mr. Berry’s proposition is no doubt made 
in good faith. 
To every candid mind 
the 
suggestion 
will 
appear reasonable 
and judicious. But Mr. Berry’s proposition 
has not the merit of originality. 
When 
the Board of Supervisors of this county by 
covert and hidden methods sought to bring 
action against numerous miners, this paper 
opposed a multiplicity of suits, declaring 
th at the legal principles involved could be 
decided by a single action as well <13 by a 
score of suits raising the same is^ue. 
We 
suggested then th at the S3,000 proposed to 
be given to Mr. Cadwalader as a retaining 
fee should be paid over to Marysville to 
urge the action brought by th at city to a 
judicial conclusion. 
Imbecile malignity, 
controlled 
and 
directed 
by 
cunning 
greed, 
attem pted 
to raise a 
cry 
of 
“ treachery 
to 
the valley.” 
The pre­ 
vailing 
unanimity of 
sentim ent favor­ 
ing the adjustm ent of this great issue 
afforded a most propitious occasion to coin 
that sentiment into pocket change. “ This 
“ is no longer a question of law, it is a con- 
“ test of popular opinion in contending 
“ sections,” tho3e gain hunters said. 
A 
“ movement along the whole lin e ” was 
proposed. Twenty, even fifty suits, were 
proposed, with their attendaut tw enty or 
fifty fat fees for each. 
This county was 
to have been embarked upon an endless sea 
of litigation. 
W ard politicians were sud­ 
denly converted into expert civil engineers 
and proceeded to qualify themselves as 
witnesses, serving the county for the modest 
sum of $14 a day. 
A bankrupt treasury 
was 
to 
be 
still 
further buried 
in 
bankruptcy by 
letting loose 
the cor­ 
morants of the law with all the attend­ 
ant bills of coats for “ scientific explora­ 
t i o n s , ” “ engineering witnesses,” m ulti­ 
plicity of suits and cumulative fees. 
For 
opposing this conscienceless, extravagant 
prodigality we have offended th at prov­ 
incial sentiment which thinks 
“ The rustic cackle of its bur^ 
The m urm ur of the world.” 
The unmistakable object of the proposed 
raid on the pockets of the taxpayers was to 
intensify local prejudices and create local 
hostilities. 
Public sentiment was to co­ 
erce the Courts so that their judgments 
should be overawed. 
We owe nothing to 
a single section, but everything to the 
commonwealth. 
Mr. Berry’s proposition 
moves on the same broad plane. 
W hat­ 
ever 
the 
legal 
rights of 
the 
parties 
to this controversy are, 
let them be 
determined 
at once. 
M ultiplicity 
of 
actions and costly litigation cau only re­ 
dound to the benefit of the lawyers and in­ 
flict untold injuries upon both the farming 
and mining sections, by delaying the final 
and adequate solution of the questions in­ 
volved. 
Both sections are suffering injury 
by delay ; the valleys by the suspension of 
remedial measures, and the mining section 
by the stoppage of work. 
Litigation hav­ 
ing been resorted to, nothing effective will 
be done by either party until conclusions 
at law have been fully tiied. 
Mr. Berry's 
suggestion is practicable, seneible and op­ 
portune. 
It will be opposed only by those 
who are selfish enough to prefer their pri­ 
vate interests to a public good, and foolish 
enough to suppose th at their real motives 
will not be understood and exposed. 


THE SALARY 
OF 
THE 
STATE 
PRISON 


DIRECTORS. 


It appears to ns th at there is no room 
for reasonable doubt as to the unconstitu­ 
tionality of the law which gives to the 
State Board of Prison Commissioners a 
salary of $100 per month, in addition to 
their traveling expenses. 
During 
the 
pending investigation of the State Prisons 
some of the Directors have manifested a 
carious dislike to have legal opinions on 
this point elicited by the Commissioners, 
but a reference to the Constitution ought 
to enable anyone to form a just conclusion 
in the case. 
In Section 4, Article X. of 
that instrument, it is provided th at “ The 
“ members of the Board shall receive no 
“ compensation other than reasonable trav­ 
e li n g and other expenses incurred while 
“ engaged in the performance of official 
“ duties, to be audited as the legislature 
“ may direct." 
It is impossible to con­ 
strue this section so as to derive from it 


authority for the payment of salaries. 
Nothing can be clearer than the fact that 
the sole compensation allowed the Direct­ 
ors by the Constitution is to be for ex­ 
penses “ incurred while engaged in the 
“ performance of official duties.” 
This 
language implies th at the expenses must 
have been incurred before the claims are 
presented ; and it excludes the idea of a 
salary completely. 
A salary cannot be de­ 
fined as compensation for expenses in­ 
curred while engaged in the performance 
of 
official 
duties, 
for 
it 
is 
a 
com­ 
pensation which is paid whether such 
duties are performed or not, and without 
any reference to “ expenses incurred.” The 
Constitution unquestionably intended that 
the members of the Board should serve 
without pay. 
It intended merely to pay 
their actual expenses, so as to protect them 
against positive loss. 
I t was supposed 
that the men who would be appointed to 
these offices would be persons possessing 
sufficient public spirit and interest in penal 
administration to give so much of their 
time as was needed, to the State. 
I t was 
supposed (however erroneously) that under 
the new system politics would be eliminated 
from the management of the prison, and 
th at there wouid no longer be any thought 
of making places on the Board the rewards 
of partisan service. 
It did not enter into 
the mind of the Convention that the men 
appointed to the Board • would seek to 
make money out of their positions. 
It 
was sought to secure the appointment of 
citizens who would be above such sordid 
considerations. 
It is not our purpose now to enter upon 
a consideration of the question whether 
the Convention was not mistaken altogether 
in its ideas, and whether in fact it did not 
by its perverse instincts more than coun­ 
terbalance 
whatever 
dim 
reformatory 
dispositions it may have had. 
We are 
here only dealing with its action ia regard 
to the compensation of the Board, and 
upon that we do not think there can be 
two opinions. 
Under the Constitution the 
members are entitled to nothing more than 
their expenses incurred during the per­ 
formance of their official duties, and that 
this clause is correct is further demon­ 
strated by the provision that these claims 
and vouchers shall “ be audited as the 
“ Legislature may direct.” 
This of course 
indicates th at the Convention had in view 
the presentation of claims for expenses 
already incurred, and nothing more. 
No 
auditing is required for salaries, as a m atter 
of course. 
The Legislature, by w hat in­ 
fluence moved we do not know, omitted to 
make any provision for auditing the claims 
of the Board, 
however, and the con­ 
sequence 
is 
th at 
the 
members 
go 
through 
the 
farce 
of passing upon 
one 
another’s 
claims, 
and 
of 
course 
no objection 
has 
ever 
been made to 
any of them. 
The Constitution, in fact, 
has been entirely disregarded and set aside 
by the Legislature in 
this matter. 
A sal­ 
ary has been given 
the members of the 
Board in open defiance of its provisions, 
and on the other hand no provision has 
been made for auditing their other claims. 
How this arrangement works in regard to 
mileage ha3 been already shown in the 
course of the present investigation. 
From 
these officers, meant by the framers of 
the Constitution to be unpaid save as re­ 
gards actual expenses, has been evoked a 
system under which these men contrive to 
draw on an average larger salaries than any 
of the State officers except the Governor. 
The mileage charges are an open scandal. 
There is no earthly excuse for the rate per 
mile allowed. 
It makes every journey to 
and from the prisons an imposition upon 
the State. 
And we regret to have to add 
that the Directors appear to have been only 
too willing to take advantage of the oppor­ 
tunities afforded them in this way. 
The genesis of the salary bill has not 
thus far been traced w:ith any precision. 
The Directors who have been examined 
have sworn that they did not lobby for it. 
A t the same time it is well ascertained 
that some of them were here at the time 
of its passage, and th at they were seen 
about the Legislature. 
The theory th at 
Senator Sears introduced the hill entirely 
of his own motion, and th at it was a com­ 
plete surprise to the Directors who were to 
profit by it, unfortunately does not possess 
the merit of plausibility. 
Bills of this 
character never are introduced spontane­ 
ously. 
When the Constitution is to he 
evaded, and a plaiD wrong is to be done, 
we must look to those w ho are to benefit 
from the act, for the inspiration of it. 
This bill was smuggled through the Legis 
lature. 
It was not discussed. 
It 
was 
kept 
away 
from 
the 
press. 
All 
the 
circumstances of its passage, in fact, show 
th at those who planned and lobbied it 
through were well aware that it could not 
pass unless it was thus wrapped in secresy. 
This whole affair is an ugly one. 
It is not 
only a square violation of the Constitution, 
but evidently a deliberate and purposeful 
violation. 
The meaning of the Constitu­ 
tion is too clear on this point to be con­ 
tested, and we cannot do so much injustice 
to the intelligence of the Directors as to 
pretend a belief that they did not fully un­ 
derstand the implications of the proceed­ 
ing. 
The Salary Act is unconstitutional, 
and under the circumstances we would sug­ 
gest th at the Attorney-General ought to 
take immediate action to have it set aside. 


EGGED 
FROM 
THE 
HALL. 


We cannot declare the origin of the cus­ 
tom nor perpetuate the immortal memory 
of 
its 
originator 
by 
naming 
the 
author of 
the 
idea, 
but 
certain 
it 
is 
that 
decayed 
eggs 
have 
been 
selected as the highest type and symbol 
of popular disgust, displeasure, and con­ 
tem pt. 
As floral offerings are showered 
upon favorites as the supreme demonstra­ 
tion of approval, so a like showering of 
stale eggs is the ne plus ultra of repellent 
soorn. 
Popularity is a fickle mistress, 
and the descent from the sweet aroma of 
flowers showered by gentle hands to the un­ 
savory stench of overripe eggs used as 
missiles is not great. 
All ¡too frequently 
the bestowal of the former is an ominous 
prophesy of the latter. 
Only a short 
while ago Kearney was a conquering hero. 
He was Major-General Dennis ; a leader of 
the turbulent and violent elem ents; a 
political d ictato r; 
an agitator without 
intelligible principles ; a reformer propos­ 
ing no reforms. 
In the days of his reign 
a follower said, 
“ The people of San 
“ Francisco owe a deep debt of gratitude 
“ to Kearney. 
A word from him and the 
“ city would be laid in ashes.” 
And yet 
with sublime forbearance he withheld that 
word and the queen of the Pacific stands 
in beauty and majesty. 
The admirers of 
the Napoleonic drayman oft praised the 


long suffering forbearance of Kearney. To 
a leading citizen one of them said, “ You 
“ owe your life to Kearney. 
He could 
“ have 
you 
hung 
and 
your house 
“ burned before morning.” 
The answer 
was, 
“ I had supposed 
th at 
my life, 
“ my liberty and my property were pro­ 
je c t e d by government and law. If it has 
“ come to this, that I hold my life and my 
“ liberty and the protection of my home at 
“ the sufierence of this foreigner, what has 
“ become of American liberty?” 
In those 
days such a remark was little less than 
high treason to the empire of misrule 
Kearney and his blatant followers had. 
established, 
I t was all the more treason­ 
able because it raised a suspicion of some 
patriotic pride in native Americanism—for 
the only people to whom the pride of birth­ 
place is ’ denied are Americans. 
But on 
Friday 
night 
last, in 
Sau 
Francisco, 
K earney’s garlands of flowers and wreaths 
of laurel turned to fermented eggs—the 
aroma of immortelles had changed to the 
fetid smell which attends the decaying 
promise of an embryonic chicken — and 
Napoleon Bonaparte Kearney was driven 
from the hall. 
“ Live in the glorious past, 
“ sire,” said a follower of the Emperor, as 
they rode from the field of Waterloo. 
The Emperor’s nose, according to the 
historical pictures, was thrust deep into 
his snuff-box. 
Kearney retired from his 
field of disaster with much more real oc­ 
casion for the immersion of his nose in a 
snuff-box or other disinfectant, hut the un- 
dramatic reports of our Bay cotemporaries 
do not deal in word portraiture. 
But the 
transaction was not the less an outrage on 
free speech because its victim was the de­ 
throned Kearney. 
To egg even Kearney 
from a hall is to commit an outrage upon 
one of the most cherished rights of the 
American people. 
It exhibits a spirit of 
intolerance so ignorant and low, an intel­ 
lectual impotency so degraded, a brutal 
bullyiem so beastly, as to make one heart­ 
ily ashamed of fcllow-citizenship with its 
perpetrators. 
It is true that Kearney was 
never an apostate of free speech, and that 
the very men who last Thursday evening 
drove him from the hall took a leaf from 
the lessons taught thtm by this last victim 
of their coarseness. 
B ut it is just as 
despicable now as it was under the misrule 
of Kearney, and, whoever indulges his in­ 
herent turbulence by outrages upon free 
speech is less fit for the privileges of a 
free man than the more doeile but not 
more barbarous Zulus of South Africa. 


T H E NEED 
OF A FOBLIC HALL. 


Some time ago the R e i o r d - U n i o n called 
the attention of the committee of business 
men now considering the question of build­ 
ing a new theater, that such a structure is 
not so much needed here as a public hall 
of ample proportions. 
A t the same time 
we pointed out th at architectural progress 
has demonstrated th at both the desired 
buildings may be secured in one, and with 
a surer reward to the investors than if they 
risk their money in a theater alone, which 
must depend for its income npon rental for 
theatrical purposes only. 
Some were dis­ 
posed to doubt the feasibility of the plan 
we outlined. 
It will be as well for the 
committee to make exhaustive inquiry upon 
the subject on the line indicated. 
It will 
find 
th at 
throughout 
the 
East, 
in 
cities of 
about our papulatiod, public 
structures of this class ate now in almost 
all cases adopted, 
instead of theaters. 
Buildings which are at once complete 
theaters, equal to all the demands of the 
drama, 
and at the same time convert­ 
ible 
in 
a 
few 
moments 
into 
public 
halls 
suitable 
for 
conventions, 
recep­ 
tions, concerts, balls, religious services, 
large convocations, mass meetings, ban­ 
queting halls, etc., are to be found in 
Meriden and New Britain (Conn.) ; Paw­ 
tucket (R. I . ) ; Milford, W altham, Law­ 
rence and Salem (Mass.) ; Saco (Me.) ; 
M anchester (N. H.) ; Minneapolis (M inn.); 
Des Moines (Iowa), and many other places, 
while in our State a model, though small 
building of this order, is found at San 
Jose. 
There is a pressing need for a build­ 
ing of this kind in Sacramento. 
Its want 
is daily felt, and the lack of it is a serious 
detrim ent to the city. 
It is a fact th at we 
have no suitable hall for any very large 
public gathering, while the solitary theater 
here is wholly inadequate, even for theatri 
cal purposes. 
Its exits are a standing 
warning that in the great cycle of events 
there must come a time when a terrible 
disaster will make it a living tomb. 
Re­ 
cently, on the occasion of the commence­ 
ment exercises of the High School being 
held in that building, the thoughtful spec­ 
tators sat in constant and nervous dread 
of any alarm which might create a panic 
in that large audience of women and chil­ 
dren, packed in to the very roof, and with 
but two narrow and crooked stairways for 
their exit, and those landing directly into 
the main exit from the lower part of the 
house. 
Another season should not pass 
until the building is supplanted in use by 
a better one, one adapted to more general 
uses, one that shall not lock up an extra­ 
ordinary amount of capital, and which will 
insure by its very adaptability for many 
purposes fair return for the investment. 


A 
GOOD 
OBJECT 
PERVERTED. 


The telegraph yesterday informed 
ub 
th at one R. W . Furnace, an ex-Governor 
of Nebraska, and an Hon. T. C. Jones, of 
1 lelaware, left Omaha on the 31st of Au­ 
gust for San Francisco, where they are to 
meet Professor Hilgard, of the State U ni­ 
versity of California. 
The three gentle­ 
men named have been appointed a Com­ 
mission to obtain data touching the special 
needs of agriculture in the arid regions of 
the U nited States. 
The mission of these 
gentlemen will be better understood by 
recalling 
the 
prior 
facts 
which 
gave 
rise 
to 
the 
appointment 
of 
this 
Commission. 
In 
his 
inaugural 
message Governor George C. Perkins called 
attention to the great need of general in­ 
formation touching the special needs of 
agriculture on this coast. 
He reminded 
the legislature of the fact that in the re­ 
ports issued from the National Bureau of 
Agriculture at W ashington the interests of 
the Pacific coast were not adequately repre­ 
sented. 
He suggested th at efforts looking 
to the establishment of a branch of the 
N ational Bureau of Agriculture in San 
Francisco be made. 
The President of the 
State Agricultural Society, iu h is, annual 
address, dwelt upon the same theme, 
strongly commending the suggestions of 
the 
Governor. 
Hon. 
Horace 
Davis, 
Member 
of 
Congress 
from 
the 
First 
District 
in 
this 
State, 
adopting 
the 
suggestion 
which 
had 
met 
with 
so 
much favor on this coast, secured an ap­ 
propriation of $5,000, “ to be expended 


“ in ascertaining the special needs of agri- 
“ culture in that portion of the United 
“ States lying west of the 100th meridian.’ 
This was not a large amount, but it was a 
beginning, affording encouragement that 
something would be done in the direction 
ot collecting data concerning the special 
needs of agriculture on this coast. 
Many 
suggestions have been made as to how this 
$5,000 could be most effectively employed. 
It was proposed by some th at the State 
Board of Agriculture should direct the 
expenditure. 
Others suggested that the 
Professor of A griculture of the 
State 
University have superintendence of the 
expenditure. 
It appears, however, that 
the Commissioner of Agriculture at W ash­ 
ington has chosen to expend the amount 
in paying the traveling expenses and giv­ 
ing a salary to two Eastern gontlemen who 
are commissioned to visit the region and 
make inquiry into a class of facts already 
well known to our own 
people. 
The 
primary object of the appropriation was 
to set on foot a systematic collection of 
data instructive to the people west of the 
Rocky Mountains. 
Instead ot this the 
Commissioners are 
instructed to make 
themselves 
acquainted 
with the exist­ 
ing methods of agriculture, horticulture 
and 
the 
fertilization 
of 
land, 
etc. 
Of what particular use the E tstern gentle­ 
men will be to Professor Hilgard in this 
inquiry we do not clearly perceive. 
The 
$5,000 appropriated will be expended in 
informing two gentlemen from the East as 
to the existing methods of -agriculture, but 
whether after they receive this education 
they will be able to suggest bettei methods 
than are now employed is very questiona­ 
ble. 
It is to be regretted that the entire 
amount of the appropriation was not given 
to Professor Hilgard to be expended in his 
discretion. 
As it is the sum is too small 
to pay the expenses of the Commissioners 
and leave any considerable margin to be 
devoted to the real object of the appropria­ 
tion. 
The Commissioner of Agriculture 
has evidently misconstrued the object of 
the appropriation altogether, and by this 
device for consuming it all iu paying the 
expenses of three Commissioners has con­ 
trived to defeat its object and fritter it 
away uselessly.

Stockton reports a “ building boom ”— 
that more buildings, of better values aud 
greater permanence have been erected there 
the current season than in any previous 
year. 
In May last we were enabled to 
make a like report for Sacramento, and 
since then the advance movement has not 
slackened. 
A careful scrutiny of the jour­ 
nals of the interior cities and towns for the 
past six months results in a general verdict 
th at the most of them have had a similar 
experience. Here in Sacramento real prop­ 
erty is held at^firmer rates ; the values are 
steadier and more advanced than for many 
years. 
The money put into new buildings 
far exceeds the aggregate of any preceding 
season, and surpasses the general expecta­ 
tion. 
It is to be noted also thut the tend­ 
ency has been to invest more largely in 
business property, and all that class of 
holdings rates better and is in better de­ 
mand than heretofore. 
Residence buildings have been of a bet­ 
ter class decidedly, indicating a Btrong 
tendency toward the erection hereafter of 
houses for homes of permanency, conveni­ 
ence, and based upon better architectural 
and sanitary principles. 
There has been a notable advance also in 
the m atter of enlarging aud improving 
business houses, so that the year has seen 
may transformations in the business sec­ 
tion of ordinary business premises to the 
higher plane of first-class business build­ 
ings. 
As a single instance, it is learned 
that a large business building, the recent 
purchase price of which, added to the cost 
of enlargement and change to a better 
structure, aggregated $20,000, immediately 
commanded and secured a tenant for ten 
years, paying a gross rental of $27,000 for 
the term, with the obligation of all repairs 
during the term assumed by the tenant at 
his own cost. 
Another business building, 
the 
cost 
of 
enlargement 
of 
which 
reached a heavy sum, was leased in ad­ 
vance at a favorable rate for a term of 
years, and was in such demand that the 
tenant was offered by his landlord several 
thousand dollars to throw up his lease in 
favor of a higher bidder. 
These are but 
solitary examples of many cases. 
The record of these facts would be of lit­ 
tle value did it not have suggestive force. 
It indicates the steady, healthful growth of 
the in terio r; 
it 
signifies greater 
per­ 
manency and independence, and th at the 
old processes and influences which de­ 
pleted the country and sent nearly all the 
results of its production and industry to 
the coaBt metropolis for absorption in spec­ 
ulation there, have been arrested, and that 
cities and towns like Sacramento, Stockton, 
San Jose, Chico, Red Bluff, Woodland, 
Petaluma, Santa Rosa and others are enter­ 
ing upon that self-reliant stage which un­ 
erringly 
indicates 
a more 
permanent 
settling up of the agricultural sections, 
more and better homes for the people, more 
industrious and less nomadic habits, greater 
domesticity, and a general settling down 
into that condition of society which indi­ 
cates strength in a State, and that better 
moral, physical and industrial condition of 
the people which lies at the basis of all 
true commercial advancement, and is the 
only secure foundation upon which trade 
can find permanent footing. 


FARM ERS’ 
MEETINGS. 


A Sonoma county paper believes th at 
the agriculturists of th at section are on 
the eve of great changes which will result, 
in the next decade, in an increase, at the 
lowest estimate, of at least 100 per cent, 
in the value of the products of the farm. 
At a meeting of agriculturists reported in 
the Russian River Flag one speaker is 
credited with the statem ent that the dif­ 
ference between the farmers of the East 
and those of California is found in the 
fact that the Eastern farmers bny only 
w hat they cannot raise, while California 
farmers 
raise only w hat they cannot 
buy. 
These two quotations are texts with 
food for thought. 
The prophesied ad­ 
vance can be based only on the belief that 
a better knowledge of the true methods of 
farming in California is being dissemina­ 
ted, and that it is being availed of to the 
better direction of personal exertion, and 
a breaking down of the heretofore too gen­ 
eral reliance npon nature. 
Oar wonderful 
climate and the marvelous richness of our 
soil will not alone do the farming. 
That 
farmers are meeting and discussing these 
matters, as the report indicates, gives hope 
th at they are awaking more generally to 


this truth. 
They should encourage such 
open meetings, should frequently assemble 
and exchange experiences, consider such 
im portant questions as the diversity of 
crops, the varieties and capabilities of the 
soil, etc., and by this interchange of 
thought and experience and the discussion 
of the most advanced agricultural knowl­ 
edge, hasten the period our contemporary 
so confidently predicts. 
It is certain that 
the frequency of open agricultural meet­ 
ings will be found more profitable than the 
direction of all the energies of the agri­ 
cultural class toward the control of parties 
or the regulation of commerce.

Four hears were killed at W ebber Lake 
laatweek. The biggest weighed 400 pounds. 
A t Truckee robins are rated as game 
birds ; at Virginia City doves are in the 
same category. 
The people of Willows are anxions to 
enjoy all the modern conveniences of life, 
and are clamoring for a jail. 
The Shasta Courier has been much im­ 
proved typographically by the addition of 
new type for the reading matter. 
Fort Bidwell has an amateur minstrel 
club. 
It is composed of the best local tal­ 
ent and said to be well managed. 
A number of horses on Sprague river, 
Or., have died lately, it is reported. Some 
kind of fever is said to be the ailment. 
The El Dorado county Pioneers will not 
participate in any public celebration, this 
year, of the admission of the State, Sep­ 
tem ber 0th. 
John Poblec has been held a t Livermore 
to answer for the murder of John Tayior, 
hÍ3 father-in-law. The examination created 
intense excitement at Livermore. 
There will be a camp meeting held on 
Umatilla river, commencing on Thursday 
before the second Sunday in September. 
The camp ground is near Echo, on that 
side of the river. 
Grizzly Davis says the terror of the 
mountains, the old bear Clubfoot, has been 
dead at least four years. He saw his track 
in lSoS, and it was as big then as it was in 
1S7C, when he saw it last. 
The large bands of sheep in the moun­ 
tains are driving the grouse away. 
They 
destroy the nests and ruin the 
eggs. 
\\ here the birds used to be thick they can 
scarcely be seen at all now. 
Sardine valley, which is close to Truckee, 
has grasshoppers this year for the fourth 
year. 
The ground is hare of feed and the 
dairy cows have to be driven away for food. 
The butter crop will be about 1,200 pounds 
short. 
The hay crop in the vicinity of Sheridan, 
Jr., was at least a fourth heavier than ever 
before, and was saved in good order, and 
the wheat and oats is unprecedented in the 
number of acres, the yield, aud the quality 
of the grain. 
The hot earth in the vicinity of Link- 
ville, Or., is a great curiosity. 
Through 
this earth is constantly ascending a hot 
vapor, and both 
earth and vapor are 
strongly impregnated 
with 
remarkable 
cura ive properties. 
About 2,000 wild goats have been killed 
on Santa Catalina Island, off the coast of 
Santa Barbara, this season. They are hunted 
for their pelts, which sell for 27 cents a 
pound.

The Elko Independent of Mondays says 
Stanley Rigsby killed a bird on the Hum ­ 
boldt, the classification of which puzzles 
the heads of Elko’s wisest naturalists. The 
biped resembles a “ fly-up-the-creek,” but 
is much larger, measuring trom tip to tip 
five and a half feet. 
The most remarkable 
feature, however, is the bill, which is 
nearly a foot long, perfectly round, and 
when closed is so true that it is difficult to 
detect the line of division.

Vancouver Is! and. The Africa is the iir-t res« I 
of the Russian fl et expected soon t-, arrive 
at this p- rt. 
On the trip down the Africa 
experienced pleasant weather. When off this 
port she was detained hy fog. 
The Africa is 
an iron vessel and was built by Messrs. 
Cramps on the Delaware in 1S7S, and left in 
1ST? for Cror.stadt. She left the latter port 
on June 13, 1SS0. 
She then proceeded to 
Singapore, China, Japan, Siberia and British 
Columbio, from which latter place she came 
here. The Africa will remain a short time- 
and then proceed to Honolulu, Tahiti anil 
other South Pacific ports. 
She has a com­ 
plement of 26Í men and carries twelve giras. 
Her engines are of 250-horse power and her 
register 2,500 tons.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


E n g in e on a B en d er.—A railroail engine, 
the Ophir, which had come through from 
eastward and was en route to Oregon for use 
on one of the roads there, was attached to 
the freight train for San Francisco which left 
here between 4 and 5 o’clock yesterday after­ 
noon. It was being run “ dead,” as it is 
called, that is drawn the same as a car and 
not propelling itself. ,Tu»t after the train 
started, in crossing the railroad bridge over 
into Washington, the flange of the wheels, 
being sharp from newness, ran upon the end 
of the rails where they unite at the edge of 
the draw portion of the bridge, and leaving 
the rails ran upon the plank the remainder of 
the way across, but keeping nearly in line 
with the train. The weight of the engine 
was so great that it 
cut 
through 
the plank for a short distance 
in 
one place, but struck upon heavy timbers 
two or three inches below, and soon took to 
the top of the plank again. From the end of 
the bridge the engine and tender started for 
the sidewalk on the right hand side, leaving 
the track altogether, and, missing the awning- 
post of the saloon just at the end of bridge 
by about six inches, ran into the side of the 
next building, which is nsed as a Justice’s 
Court-room, but happened to be vacant. The 
building stood upon posts a hight of about 
ten feet from the ground at the side of the 
embankment made a3 an approach to the 
bridge, and after crashing through the ele­ 
vated walk iu front and carrying it away for 
a distance of some thirty feet, pitched over 
the embankment sidewise into the building, 
smashing the temple of justice into unrecog­ 
nizable shape, and the eugine landing upon 
its side in a wrecked condition. Fortunately 
no one was injured, and this is almost a mira­ 
cle, as generally a large number of persons 
frequent or pass along at the place where it 
occurred. There were five or six men sitting 
in the corner room of the saloon build­ 
ing, which was just missed, and had 
the direction of the engine been a few inches 
more to the right, it would have given an un­ 
favorable turn to their came. < >ne or two 
cars were drawn off the track, but not ma­ 
terially injured. The track was soon cleared, 
so that no interruption of trains was occasion­ 
ed. The eugine is still over the bank, and 
the Court sittings of Washington will have 
to be transferred to another place. The build­ 
ing belonged to the estate of Eliza Stephen­ 
son and was probably worth about §300. 
E l D o ra d o ’s F ru its a n d M ines.—I!. K. 
Berry, of Shingle Springs, and railway agent 
at that place (when the railroad is in oper­ 
ation), was in the city yesterday. He states 
that the people in that vicinity are exceed­ 
ingly anxious to have the trains resumed 
upon the Sacramento and Placerville Rail­ 
road, and that grape-growers are just now 
beiug greatly damiged by the road standing 
idle. All industries there have suffered from 
this cause. One man is mentioned who tried 
to ship his peach crop by wagon, from Ooloma 
to Folsom, and thence to San Franci co hy 
rail, and the crop did not pay for the addi­ 
tional cost of freightage. The Fruit-Grow­ 
ers’ Association above Diamond Springs are 
not attempting to get their crop to market in 
its ripened state, but are drying all kinds of 
fruit and endeavoring to thus avoid the 
loss occasioned from want of transportation 
as much as possible. The stopping of the 
railroad is seriously felt through that entire 
portion of El Dorado county. A large sup­ 
ply of wood has heretofore been cut and 
shipped, giving employment to a large num­ 
ber in cutting and hauling, but this has now 
ceased. 
Mining is picking up consider­ 
ably in that region, and with trains 
running 
again times 
would be brisk. 
There has 
been several, hundred dol­ 
lars taken from the mine owned hy the 
Graham Bros., near the Mountain House, 
within a few days, which was found 
in a small space from the bed rock. 
A t the Crystal mine, which is partly owned 
by Sacramento parties, some very rich rock 
has recently been struck on the lower level, 
in which free gold is shown, and quite rich. 
Winchel & Miller have within a few days 
struck a pocket near Clarksville, from which 
they obtained §800. The Pryor Brothers are 
reported as having taken qut a very large 
amount of gold from their claim near Clarks­ 
ville. The figures given are §34,000, but this 
probably requires confirmation. Lowry & 
Taylor, of Clarksville, have within the past 
four months secured over §5,000 from their 
claim, which is located near that place. It 
is all in wire gold, and portions of it are said 
to afford remarkable specimens of matted 
thread gold. These recent finds have been 
followed hy an increase of prospecting, and 
men, armed with pan, pick, shovel, and a 
good supply of expectation, are to he seen 
among the hills in all directions.

CAMPERS’ NOTES. 
SOCIAL AND PERSONAL.

A member of a camping party which re­ 
cently left for the Big Trees and Y osemite, 
writing in relation to former places of inter­ 
est, says of Sebastopol, between this city and 
lone: This place, a prosperous camp in 
early days, is now deserted, except by Mr. 
Hamilton, whose ranch now covers the entire 
ground in this vicinity where men once dug 
and washed for gold. Their traces are plainly 
seen on every side, but the pick, shovel and 
rocker have given place to the plow and 
header, and the golden grain seems to be even 
more profitable. The rows of houses which 
once stood here have entirely disappeared, 
there being only two or three small cabins 
standing to mark the once lively camp. lone 
is a pleasant little town, and holds its own 
amidst the surrounding changes. The town 
is pleasantly situated iu a beautiful valley, 
and the buildings are principally of stone, 
which present a strikingly solid appearance 
and a strong contrast with the light frame 
dwellings generally seen in California. 
At Eureka station, a half-way house be­ 
tween lone and Jackson, Mr. Jones is com­ 
pleting a new two-story building, 35x100 feet. 
The upper story to be used as a dance hall, 
and the lower as a stable and carriage house. 
The proprietor keeps a small menagerie. 
Among these is a whistling-snake, five feet 
long, and a rattlesnake measuring four feet. 
The former he handles freely, allowing it to 
coil around his neck. He has several coons 
which he has taught to perform tricks. He 
also possesses other curiosities gathered from 
that section. Jackson is a thriving town. 
Its streets present a business-like appearance, 
and its inhabitants are evidently prosperous 
and happy. 
Butte City was the next town passed 
through, and this has ceased to be a town and 
is wholly deserted, except by one man who 
has resided here thirty years. Think of one 
man constituting a whole “ city.” Ii’s a 
political paradise. He enjoys all the honors 
of all oflices in the corporation, without any 
ropes to pull or nominating Conventions to 
pack, and is his ow-n successor with the ut­ 
most regularity. This man has seen Butte 
City rise to a thrifty town during the early 
mining era, and watched its decline until its 
light has ceased to flicker, and yet with cus­ 
tomary hopefulness, born of the exhilarating 
atmosphere, he continues sanguine of the fu­ 
ture importance of the place, and Micawber- 
like, is “ waiting for something to turn up.” 
His store, a large stuDe building, stands 
twenty feet above the washed bowlders and 
gravel, and he looks down from this perch 
one of the most genial-looking and contented 
men of the age, notwithstanding the soil and 
ground which should constitute surrounding 
lawn is now a part of mother earth and 
slickens in the valley country. 
Leaving this modern Crusoe alone in his 
undistmbed contentment, we next came to 
Mokelumne Hill, which is well named, so far 
as the hill is concerned, if Mokelumne means 
“ awful,” but which affords a romantic drive. 
The mad is but a shelf cut in the mountain 
side, with a deep, precipitous canyon on one 
side, and overhanging cliffs on the other, with 
dwarf oaks growing fantastically from the 
crevices of the rocks. The town of Mokel­ 
umne Hill is beautitull . situated. The stores 
are principally built of freestone, and present 
a substantial look, and the place is consid­ 
ered by its inhabitants to he the best built 
mining town in the State. From this place 
we went to Railroad Flat, and on the road to 
that town passed where heavy hydraulic 
mining is being carried on. One of the 
water pipes in use is four feet in diameter, 
and is a powerful leveler of the ancient hills 
and a prolific instrument for the production 
of slickens. Railroad Flat is now a verit­ 
able “ Sleepy Hollow,” and has shared the 
same fate as Butte City—passed into ancient 
histoiy, if not into mythology. The few re­ 
maining residents, however, claim that min­ 
ing is as good there now as ever, but that 
chills and fever abound, caused by a dam near 
by, around which is a thick growth of reeds. 
There is now more or less chills and fever 
mixed into the “ beautiful climate” wherever 
in the foothills or mountains water has been 
caused to stand, by means of ditches or reser­ 
voirs for mioing purposes ; and iu many of 
the little places where there was formerly 
fine mining, and now are excellent places to 
get the “ shakes,” the malaria wastes itself 
in deserted regions, for want of some “ oldest 
inhabitant ” to fasten upon, but who has 
moved on to other parts in search of the hid­ 
den treasures. 
M e tro p o lita n T h e a te r.—Miss Charlotte 
Thompson thoroughly vindicated her claim 
to the title of an accomplished dramatic 
artist last night in the drama of “ Jane 
Eyre.” She was repeatedly called before the 
curtain, and applauded every time she came 
upon the stage. Hers was a consummate 
piece of acting—a symmetrical and beautiful 
impersonation. Her success was unmistaka­ 
ble, and the audience did not tire of inani- 
fe-.ting their appreciation of her effort. She 
succeeded in identifying herself completely 
with the character she assumed. She evi­ 
dently knows and feels the elemental emo­ 
tions of human nature, and she can express 
theui clearly, naturally, as they are involved 
in the combinations of dramatic form. She 
was ably seconded by Mr. Lingham, who, as 
Lord Rochester, had a part on a plane with 
his abilities, which are unmistakably those 
of an experienced and careful actor. The en­ 
tire support appeared to excellent advantage. 
Miss Adams being especially prominent by 
the skill with which she assumed a very 
disagreeable part. This afternoon the com­ 
pany will again appear in the dramatization 
of Charlotte Bronte’s novel, “ Jane Eyre,” 
and this evening Miss Thompson will make 
her last appearance here, when “ The 
Planter’s Wife ” will be the play.

HOT FRANCE. 


THE HOT SPELL IN FRANCE, AND HOW 
THE PEOPLE STOOD IT. 


W here They Go In Summer—How Passen­ 
gers Are M anaged—Seashore and 
Country R etreats. 


L an g ru n e s i r M er, A ugusto, 1SS1. 
The hot spell experienced by l ’arisians 
this summer has given them all a longing 
for a sniff of fresh sea air, and those who 
were able through time and money to get 
to the coast did so, while many others un­ 
accustomed to indulge in such a luxury, for 
the first time perhaps in their lives devoted 
their economies, saved during the past year 
to pay the doctor’s and apothecary’s bills, 
towards a trip to the seaside, wisely con­ 
cluding that althongh the hotel keepers 
of Normandy gained what the doctors 
lost, they themselves would be about as 
well off in the end. In consequence every­ 
thing alung the coast of Normandy and 
Brittany, with a covering to it resembling 
a house, is occupied by humau beiuge, 
who are willing to live like Chinese or 
mice, provided they have the privilege of 
wandering aloDg the beach and bathing 
in the surf. In view of the great crowd, 
some of the hotcl-keepers have raised 
the price of board, while others insist 
on three and four people being lodged 
in the same room, or stow others among 
the chimney-pots with an indifference not 
at ail consistent with their habitual solici­ 
tude. The peasants who rent their houses 
are in clover, for the great demands by 
families for these apartments have rendered 
them far more audacious in their prices 
than their dreams had ever pictured. In 
fact, whereas the hotels constantly change 
customers, sometimes having voids, fami­ 
lies with children hire these houses all 
throughout the village for the entire season, 
thus insuring certain profits to the peas­ 
ants. People in France generally Beek in 
glimmer the coast nearest their habitation ; 
those of the southern part of the country 
seek the Mediterranean : those of the west, 
the coast of Brittany ; and those of the 
extreme north, the coast of Belgium ; while 
inhabitants of the northeastern part and 
those of I’aris seek the coast of Normandy. 
The coast of Brittany is by far the most 
desirous, for it has 
A SHAGGY WILD EXPRESSION 
Of its own, and then the people have re­ 
tained the customs of their ancestors with 
greater pertinacity than throughout the 
rest of France, and the entire country is 
filled with legends which are the surprise 
of the young and joy of the old. But un­ 
less one has friends in that direction 
Parisians seldom wander that far, for the 
trip is a long and tedious one for children, 
and as rocks form the principal part of 
the beach Normandy is preferred tor the 
little ones, where they may revel with 
thorough infantile delight in the soft, clean 
Baud. Until this present year all persons 
en route for the sea shore in Nor­ 
mandy were obliged to stop at the city 
of Caen and there change cars, but the 
travel has been so great that the railroad 
company decided on selling tickets at the 
Btation for any town on the line beyond 
Caen, and by placing the passengers for­ 
ward carry them direct to their separate 
destinations. This plan is not only con­ 
venient but economical, for that which is a 
perfect nuisance in France is to get your 
baggage from one point to another, and 
howsoever small the distance, some half­ 
dozen men have to touch it, and each one 
has to lie separately paid, that you are apt 
in a short time to wear a hole in your 
trousers by constant recourse to your 
pockets, to say nothing of the hole in your 
purse, and if not imbued with a generosity 
bordering on imbecility you are inoat likely 
to gather some disagreeable muttered 
words from the porter instead of the ex­ 
pected thanks. 
THE GARE ST. LAZARE 
Is certainly the most important of all the 
railroad depots of Paris, that is for travel, 
and particularly for the summer season. 
It is from there one starts for Trouville, 
Dieppe and every part of Normandy, as also 
for New Haven in Kngland, leaving from 
Dieppe, besides is it the departure for 
Calais, connecting with Dover on the other 
side. This is only one part of the gare, 
the other portion being the depot for Fon­ 
tainebleau, St. Cloud and other important 
cities and towns lying east of Paris. The 
arrangements are very systematic. Large 
placards are seen everywhere directing 
voyagers to the proper guiehet for their 
tickets, and arranged before each window 
are marked the hour and minute of de­ 
parture of each train, and beneath the 
list of the places at which the train 
stops. 
Notwithstanding, 
Bince there 
are a great many people throughout France 
who are unable to read, a number of guards 
are stationed at different points to give all 
information to travelers who may ai-k for 
it. And the information is repeatedly 
asked for by those, too, who can read, but 
who fear to trust their eyes, realizing what 
a serious thing it would he to take the 
wrong train. The most reasonable and 
phlegmatic persons become excited and 
flurried when at this important and serious 
moment of buying a railroad ticket and 
having baggage checked, and as the hour of 
departure draws near the place seems a per­ 
fect bedlam with persons hurrying hither 
and thither, calling out to members of their 
party who have strayed away, with women 
hugging their bundles in despair, while the 
children remain on the benches encircling 
the different posts, the guardians of divers 
baskets and traps. 
No baggage can be 
checked until the ticket is bought, and in 
order to purchase your ticket howsoever 
early you may arrive you are obliged to 
[•tire la i/neue and in line 
AWAIT YOUR TURN. 
To reach the yuichrt one must pass through 
a space hedged in by two railings, and 
then into another space where, at last ar­ 
riving at your destination, a man standing 
before the window asks you where you 
want to go, and whether first, second or 
third-class; then the man or woman, 
whichever it may be, on the inside puts 
down the ticket and the change, which the 
first man shoves to the left, where you 
may pick it up at your leisure, while he 
gives all his attention to the next voyager. 
Your ticket once procured, you make a 
journey to where your trunk has been left, 
and after succeeding in'attracting the at­ 
tention of the man at the Scales, your 
truuk is taken from the counter, placed 
ujxin the scales and weighed. The man 
who had previously taken your ticket from 
you then reads aloud your destination and 
the number of pounds of baggage belonging 
to yon, all of which is noted by an indi­ 
vidual in a sort of inclosed office, who re­ 
turns you your ticket stamped, and after 
having paid the supplement over a certain 
number of pounds allowed you, he like­ 
wise hands to you a slip of printed paper 
covered with figures in ink, which is your 
guarantee for yonr baggage. The entrance 
of the waiting-room is guarded by two in­ 
dividuals who examine yonr ticket before 
allowing you to enter, and there you are 
kept a prisoner until just the moment of 
departure, when the door is opened and 
the bars let down, and you rush like so 
many wild cattle to get the best seat in the 
car. This confining passengers like pris­ 
oners, 
PENNING T11EM UP 
Like sheep, is peculiar to all protective 
governments,which treat the public like so 
many irresponsible children, who if unhin­ 
dered would assuredly throw themselves 
under the engine. This method is followed 
even in Switzerland, where all persons 
bound far any direction whatever are con­ 
fined in the same room, and are w arned of 
the moment of departure by a stalwart 
individual, who on opening the door cries 
out in stentorian tones the direction of the 
train then about to leave. Althongh you 
may tske bis word for it, another man just 


outside the door examines your ticket be­ 
fore giving you your liberty. The only 
depot I know in France where human lie- 
in gs are treated as human beings, and not 
as cattle, is at the gare d’Orleans, at Paris, 
where all the doors are thrown open, the 
travelers while waiting can promenade on 
the platform, and their friends may accom­ 
pany them even into the car to say good- 
by to them, that you imagine you are 
once more in that highly civilized country 
of America, where man is treated as a re­ 
sponsible being. The railroad companies, 
who have a monopoly from the Govern­ 
ment, are as little concerned as possible 
about the public comfort, and very econom­ 
ical with their material. During the ‘Em­ 
pire no one dared to complain, or else com­ 
plained between their teeth when they were 
crowded and jammed in those miserable 
boxes used over here, but the people are 
now awakening to their rights, and having 
newspapers at their command, and a re­ 
public to listen to them, they are rather 
loud in their complaints, and the railroad 
companies in consequence more consider­ 
ate of their demands. It was a hot day 
when we started for Langrune, and after 
the cars were just comfortably filled there 
remained as many people on the platform 
as were stowed away. The employers en­ 
deavored to pack the rest ol them, but 
there was a general cry of indignation at 
being crowded in such hot weather, and 
after much protestation on both sides, 
several extra ears were joined, and those 
families who arrived late were enabled to 
make the journey together instead of being 
separated far and wide as would otherwise 
have been the case. The trains marked 
“ Caen a la mer ” carried a crowd more 
curious than is generally to be seen on such 
occasions. Each and every one was bound 
for 
THE SEA SHORE, 
And seemed already intoxicated by the 
frothy waves, so exuberant were their 
spirits. The majority were children, and 
as' though impatient for their sand frolics 
were already shod in yellow leather or 
cloth shoes, some wearing suits resembling 
bathing costumes, and little girls were 
dressed as boys to give them a freer use 
of their limbs and save mamma a good 
deal of worrying over sashes and clean 
white skirts. The majority were armed 
with fishing nets, such as are used for 
fishing shrimps, while around their waists 
hung the necessary basket. It was a grand 
pleasure excursion; friends were again 
found who had perhaps lost sight of each 
other for the past year, and the children 
Ecreaming with delight rushed about like 
wild deer, discovering some little ac­ 
quaintance—a partner in the sand-bank—

bad hat, and he had been taking his meals 
thirty hours apart to make his money carry 
him through.

joining towns, although there is an 
express carrying only first-class pas­ 
sengers directly from Paris to Trouville, 
the at present very fashionable resort. 
Twenty minutes for 12-o’clock breakfast, 
and twenty minutes halt at Caen, when 
you are allowed to Btretch your cramped 
limbs, renders the trip from Paris to 
Langrune supportable, a trip of just six 
hours and a half. I suppose it is pretty 
generally known that the cars in this 
country are not like those in the United 
States, for instead of being large and 
spacious as are ours, with distance between 
the two rows of seats sufficiently wide for 
you to w-alk up and down, you enter a 
car here very much as you would a box, 
and are seated eight along the wall on one 
side and eight opposite where you have 
little else to do than to stare at each 
other during the whole trip. A window 
at each end and small windows on each 
side of these furnish all the light and air ; 
as to the light, there is always sufficient ; 
but as to air, that is another thing ; you 
must expect to put up with a very small 
allowance during your journey, and if you 
are not altogether smothered before the end, 
it is because of the scarcity of crochety 
old women who are as afraid of a 
breath of fresh air as they are of a dose of 
poison. The great bug bear of the French 
is a courant d'air, and they imagine the 
slightest breeze, whether overhead or un­ 
der foot, is a death warrant to carry them 
to the grave yard. It may be said that 
half of them die from want of air, and if 
it were not that their crowded and un­ 
comfortable lodgiDgs chased them con­ 
stantly out of doors the mortality from the 
same cause would be much greater. The 
French peasant when once in his house 
exercises his ingenuity in keeping the air 
from following him there : and as to leav­ 
ing a window open at night, he would as 
soon think of making his last confession at 
once. The many cases of 
CONSUMPTION 
Which occur in the country and in health­ 
ful parts, can be accounted for only in that 
manner. The horse-cars and omnibuses 
here have been copied exactly after the 
American system, and of course contain 
the small windows near the ceiling, but 
which are never to be he found open, and 
if perchance you should open one yourself 
to insure a little air in the car, some 
woman will screech at yon, insisting that 
you wish her death, or if not, the conductor 
will immediately close it, at the same time 
informing you that it is forbidden to open 
those windows ; and at the present day 
all cars made are so fashioned that these 
windows cannot be oj>ened, and the French 
continue to believe that they were never 
intended but for ornament. Therefore a 
trip in the cars in this country is not al­ 
ways agreeable, aside from the cramping of 
your limbs. On leaving Caen the train 
stops at four or five stations before reach­ 
ing the sea, which places are quite familiar 
to the very religious people of France. Be­ 
fore Ixmrdes became so famous, Douvres la 
Deliverance and Chapelle de la Deliverance 
were the 
PRINCIPA L riLORIM AGES 
Of devout souls, aud although they are no 
longer so much in vogae they have not re­ 
linquished their pretentions to the per­ 
formance of miracles, and the lame, halt 
and blind in the neighborhood still flock 
thither. The ocean stretches out before 
you just within a short distance of Luz, 
where the majority of the passengers 
descended and were greeted by their friends 
in a most cordial fashion, and which friends 
were even more fantastically dressed, as 
though enjoying to the fullest extent the 
liberty permitted in putting one’s self at 
one’s case and doing as one pleases, the 
special prerogative of the visitors at the 
small sea-bathing towns. 
The gay and 
varied colors reminded yon of a masque­ 
rade, and the whole presented a most in­ 
teresting and briHiant tableau as the train 
whizzed on its way to Langrune.

dles. w hich in those davs was a luxury 
rarely to be met w ith. 
W ine was only to 
be had at the shops of the apothecaries, 
where it was sold as a co rd ia l: and to ride 
in a two-wheeled car was reckoned a grand­ 
eur so enviable that P hilip the F a ir pro­ 
hibited the wives of citizens from enjoy­ 
ing it. 
In the time of H enry V I I I . of 
England, the peers of the realm carried 
th e ir wives behind them on horseback 
when they went to laandon, and in the 
same manner took them back to their 
country seats, w ith hoods of waxed linen 
over their heads, and wrapped in mantles 
of cloth to secure them from the cold.

N f.v ao a, September 21.—Detectives H ar­ 
ris, Burke, Hickey, Thacker, Captain Stone 
and three or four others were in this city this 
m orning on business connected with

recently attem pted train robbery at Cape 
H orn Mills. 
As yet nothing definite has 
been learned of the whereabouts of the rob­ 
bers, but it is supposed that there is an organ­ 
ized band, and that their headquarters are 
somewhere in this section. 
The country is 
being scoured for miles around by the of­ 
ficers. 
I t now transpires th at the horse and 
wagon at first thought to belong to the 
wreckers is the property of a rancher who 
had passed near the scene of the wreck the 
day before. 
• 
[SECOND DISPATCH.1 
G r a s s V a lle y , September 2d.—The fol­ 
lowing is the latest from the train robbers : 
Y esterday evening a Chinaman gave informa­ 
tion to the officers that some men had in­ 
quired the way to Nevada City, and that he 
furnished the information asked for. 
The 
m en went on, and making a mistake got into 
th e tunnel of the narrow-gauge railroad, 
where they lost their bearings and returned 
by mistake to.Grass Valley, where they were 
again seen in Chinatown by the same China­ 
m an who had directed them to Nevada. The 
officers were informed of this fact, and are 
now in search of these men. 
[THIRD DISPATCH.] 


C o lf a x , September 2d.—The detectives, 
after scouring the country between Nevada 
C ity and the scene of Thursday night’s at­ 
tem pt to wreck and rob the overland train, 
have been given a new clew in an entirely new 
direction. 
This afternoon a railroad man 
walking along the track picked up two pieces 
of fuse, each about eighteen inches long, and 
each capped w ith a giant powder cap. These 
were found about a mile and a half east of 
the point where the train was ditched, and 
t.he detectives now think that the robbers 
w ent 
east 
instead of west, as was 
at 
first supposed. 
liailroad detective Burke 
telegraphed 
last 
night 
that 
he 
was 
close on the trail of the wagon in which it 
was thought the robbers escaped to Grass 
Valley. 
This sent all the other officers off 
in the same direction, and all yesterday and 
to-day the country this side of the scene of 
the attem pt has been searched. 
If the men 
really did go east, then the false trail taken 
up by Burke has simply given the robbers 
tw o days’ start. 
Your reporter has carefully 
examiued the fuee and caps found to-day, 
and closely questioned the man who found 
them , and he s arrived at an entirely differ­ 
e n t 
conclusion from 
th at 
adopted by 
the officers. 
The caps 
were 
evidently 
placed up in the fuse by an experienced 
person, and the man states that they were 
found in a position they could not have acci­ 
dentally fallen into. 
The woodmen who 
work in the vicinity use such fuse caps in 
exploding powder used iu splitting logs. 
T his fact, in connection with the fact th at 
th e handles of the axes and hammers left be­ 
hind by the robbers are covered with pine 
pitch, as are all the woodmen’s axes here­ 
abouts, either implicates some of the wood­ 
men or proves that the implements were 
stolen from the woodmen’s camp. 
It was a 
noticeable 
fact 
th at 
although 
in 
the 
n .Jars’ 
outfit 
recovered 
there 
were 
n o less than thirty giant powder cartridges 
aud plenty of fuse, not a single cap was 
found. 
This was at once noticed and re­ 
m arked by Senator Fair upon the discovery 
of the kit. 
This all looks as though the caps 
and fuse found to-day were placed there by 
some one in advance, who forgot to take 
them to the place seh.-c.ed for the robbery.

A report was current last evening that sev­ 
eral persons had been drowned by a Hood in 
Magdalena, and others struck by lightning. 
Parties just iu from Sonora deny the rumor, 
and state th at there ha3 been a heavy rain­ 
fall, bnt no lives were lost. 
The W hite Mountain Indian reservation is 
located about 100 miles north of Willcox, 
near the line of New Mexico. 
The tribe 
numbers about 1.500 in all. They can muster 
400 warriors. 
This is the only tribe of 
Apaches which has not been whipped into 
subjection. 
They were moved in 1876 into 
the San Carlos reservation, but were recalled 
and returned to their old hunting grounds, 
where they have been ever since.
